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The Case For Higher Milk Standards 


A Guest Editorial 


In 1972 Dr. James Devero, research 
associate for the United Dairy Indus- 
try Association, reported, “Effects of 
Varying Non-Fat Solids And Fat On 
Consumer Acceptance.” A portion of 
this Abstract read: 

“It is well-established that the ad- 
ditions of solids-not-fat will im- 
prove the flavor and consumer 
acceptance of milk beverages. The 
exact ratio of fat to solids in mar- 
ket milk needed to maximize con- 
sumer cost/benefits as well as pro- 
ducer/handler returns is indeter- 
minate at this time. A market and 
economic analysis of national 
scope is needed to answer this 
question.” 

Devero reviewed a number of con- 
sumer studies (12, in fact). The re- 
sults were all the same... consumers 
preferred higher-than-average solids 
milk. 

In August 1983 AMPI did a con- 
sumer milk-preference survey at the 
Food and Fitness Fair in Washing- 
ton, D.C. Three out of five people pre- 
ferred the taste of milk at higher 
standards over its counterpart at 
current standards, and virtually all 
said they would be willing to spend a 
few more cents per half-gallon to 
purchase it. 

What Consumers Deserve 

The consumer desires a certain 
kind of milk. That point seems to be 
established. The consumer deserves 
a uniform product of excellent nutri- 
tional composition. When Devero 
made his report to the membership 
of The American Dairy Science Asso- 
ciation (ADSA) relative to consumer 
preferences, Grant Grayson, Federal 
Milk Market Administrator, reported 
that there was a significant lack of 
uniformity of milks offered for sale to 
consumers by 73 handlers in 11 Fed- 
eral Order milk markets. 

Some startling revelations came 
from his report. The handlers in- 
volved had their products tested for 
uniformity of component make-up 
and their compliance with the legal 
minimum of butterfat. Fifty-one per- 
cent of the handlers whose products 
were evaluated failed to meet the 
legal standards. There were also sig- 
nificant variations in SNF of the 
same milk. 

Some products labeled “fortified” 
were not fortified at all. Even those 
samples which were fortified varied 
from 9.11 percent to 11.15 percent 
SNF in the skim milk portion (a vari- 
ation of 22 percent). 

And yet, the consumer is led to 
believe that “milk is milk - it is all 


alike.” Consumers deserve to know 
more about the extreme variations in 
the nutritional content of milks. They 
deserve to have regulatory guarantee 
that certain minimum nutrition 
standards will be met by all milk 
products. 
How To Raise Milk Standards 

The author of the book “Mega- 
trends” makes some penetrative 
statements which reflect a new ap- 
proach to achieving higher milk stan- 
dards and component pricing in 
Federal Milk Orders. He says, 

“Despite the conceits of New York 
and Washington, almost nothing 
starts there. 

“In the course of my work, I have 
been overwhelmingly impressed 
with the extent to which America 
is a bottom-up society, that is 
where new trends and ideas begin 
in cities and local communities... 
“,.. Trends are generated from the 
bottom up; fads from the top 
down.” 

What this means is that the USDA, 
the Food and Drug Administration 
and the National Milk Producers Fed- 
eration will seriously consider higher 
standards and component pricing 
only when they perceive a serious 
concern and support for these pro- 
positions from the “grass roots.” 
Only then will these agencies do 
those things necessary to put these 
programs in place. 

Let’s start a grass roots movement! 

HOW? 

A professional consultant has 
established the effectiveness of com- 
munication efforts for political ac- 
tion and ranked them as follows. 

1. A letter. 

2. Group meetings (small). 

3. Telephone (talk with aide first 
and end in three minutes). 

4. Visit to office (schedule in ad- 
vance through aide). 

5. Attending a reception for the 
legislator. 

6. Contact when representative is 
in your district. 

7. Form letters, telegrams (poor). 

Since the personal letter is such an 
effective way of letting your legislator 
know your beliefs, here are that same 
consultant's guidelines for letter- 
writing. 
¢ Keep it one-side, one-page in 

length. If substantiating material 

is needed, attach it to the letter. 

© Make your point in the first para- 
graph. 

© Make it reflect your personal in- 
terest. 

© Use pertinent facts. 


¢ Control your emotions, use no 
threats. 

© Send a copy to the legislator’s aide. 

¢ Be sure your return address is 
accurate and legible. 

® Do not say “it is believed,” say “I 
believe!” 

© Mention a Bill number, if appro- 
priate. State whether you are for or 
against it and why. 

e Express your appreciation, when 
appropriate. It will surprise the 
heck out of your legislator to re- 
ceive a letter of thanks.

If a bill is introduced in your state 
legislature to raise milk standards, 
let your representatives know of your 
interest and support. 

Let your cooperative leadership 
(staff and directors) know of your 
personal concern and support. 

Write or call your Congressmen 
and tell them that you support the 
higher standards bills already before 
them (Boxer HR 3178 and Harkin HR 
4441). 

Write the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, 5600 Fishers Lane, Rockville, 
MD 20852, and tell it that you want 
standards raised. 

Write the Secretary of Agriculture 
and tell him the same story. Address: 
The Honorable John R. Block, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, The Mall be- 
tween 12th and 14th Streets, SW, 
Washington, D.C. 20250. 

Write the National Milk Producers 
Federation and tell it the same. 
Emphasize that you are a member of 
a “members” cooperative. The Fed- 
eration is your primary national 
lobbyist. You should make it truly 
represent your opinions and inter- 
est. Address: NMPF, 1840 Wilson 
Boulevard, Arlington, VA 22201. 

Never pass an opportunity to tell 
the consumer (food editors, nutri- 
tionists, club groups, friends, neigh- 
bors) that you are in favor of raising 
the nutritional qualities of milk. 

Write the Milk Industry Founda- 
tion and express your displeasure at 
its opposition to higher milk stand- 
ards and its opposition to standardi- 
zation of milk taste and quality to 
dilute “your” 15-cent contribution to 
national advertising.

President Wirt then shared with 
those in attendance his thoughts on 
the roles which the AGCC Board and 
members should play in breed pro- 
gress. The presidential address in its 
entirety accompanies this report. 

BOARD REPORTS 

As has been done during the past 
several annual meetings, Wirt called 
upon members of the Board to pre- 
sent some of the significant actions 
taken during the sessions preceding 
the annual meeting. 

Executive Finance Committee 

Shifting into his role as chairman 
of the Executive Finance Committee, 
President Wirt stressed the excellent 
financial condition of the organiza- 
tion, saying, “The AGCC broke even 
in 1983 and will break even in 1984.” 
Regarding the proceeds from the sale 
of the building in Peterborough, New 
Hampshire, he indicated that the 
principle will be protected. The 
amount of $600,000 from the build- 
ing sale and another AGCC fund will 
be invested in treasury notes or 
bonds, with the interest used to

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house the AGCC and for its opera- 
tion. “Overfunding of the retirement 
program has left surplus monies that 
management is trying to recover,” he 
continued. Now that insurance to 
protect the AGCC and its directors is 
being explored and put into place, 
advertising and promotion is being 
funded and employee fringe benefits 
are being broadened, we need to 
examine further, long-term goals, he 
said. 
Youth /Promotion/Journal 
Committee 

“The Journal has made great 
strides in recent years,” said Janet 
Harding of Brookville, Pennsylvania 
when starting the Youth/Promotion/ 
Journal Committee report. She en- 
couraged more people to invest in 
their future through advertising so 
that the magazine can reach and 
exceed its goal of a 60-percent ad 
ratio. The Journal will celebrate its 
75th anniversary in 1985, with a 
special logo to be designed for use 
throughout the year. Harding re- 
ported that the states of California 
and Wisconsin qualified for adertis- 
ing rebates of $166 and $299, respec- 
tively under the new state-rebate sys- 
tem which was instituted this past 
September. This program allows fora 
check for three-percent of advertis- 
ing income to be sent to states which 
have a minimum of 20 pages of ads 
placed in this breed publication ina 
calendar year. “We appreciate this 
support (of California and Wiscon- 
sin) and hope other state associa- 
tions will capitalize on this program 
as well.” 

In regard to breed promotion, 
Harding explained that the Board 
has approved a set of goals and spe- 
cific objectives for this year, with the 
general philosophy being, “to en- 
courage dairymen to choose Guern- 
seys for their operations by promot- 
ing the positive aspects of the breed 
using both audio and visual means.” 
The Board has budgeted for the use 
of $20,000 from the Promotion Fund 
this year which will include adver- 
tisements in state Guernsey publica- 
tions, Hoard’s Dairyman, Dairy 
Herd Management and Dairy maga- 
zines, and the completion of two 
audio/visual presentations which 
can be used by groups for meetings. 
She then acknowledged the commit- 
ment of the Virginia GBA to provide 
$500 for the next AGCC ad in Hoard's 
Dairyman, and urged others to fol- 
low Virginia's lead in breed promo- 
tion. 

When covering the youth section of 
her report, Harding praised National 
Guernsey Queen Angee Mohr of 
Normal, Illinois for “a tremendous 
job as queen and as one of the 10 
finalists in the first Miss Agriculture 
Contest. We particularly commend

her on the public attention she 
brought (the breed) through her 
comments in the Wall Street Jour- 
nal,” she said, referring to an article 
which appeared in that prestigious 
newspaper in conjunction with the 
Miss Agriculture contest. She indi- 
cated that new topics for the national 
youth essay contest have been cho- 
sen, with entries due September 1. 
The junior division topic is, ‘Why are 
registered Guernseys a good choice 
for people who are starting in the 
dairy business?’ with seniors re- 
sponding to, ‘How has the proving of 
Guernsey sires changed in recent 
years?’ At the Board's November 
meeting a set of guidelines for 
Guernsey queens was approved, as 
was the establishment of a queen 
coordinator to facilitate the national 
queen program. 

Procedures for recognizing entries 
bred and owned by junior exhibitors 
at national shows have been estab- 
lished by the Board, with rosettes 
going to each animal and a trophy 
donated by an interested breeder 
presented to the champion Guernsey 
bred and owned by a junior member, 
Harding continued. In lieu of jackets, 
alternative gifts will be provided to all 
national show junior exhibitors, with 
pewter Guernsey belt buckles the 
complimentary favor at 1984 shows. 
She announced that the Outstand- 
ing Guernsey Youth and Outstand- 
ing Young Farmer awards will be 
selected on a state, rather than direc- 
tor district, basis from this point 
forward. 

With the blessing of John Merry- 
man, the Louis McLane Merryman 
Watch award (now given to the high 
individual judge of Guernseys at the 
national 4-H contest) will be ex- 
panded to include both collegiate 


and 4-H contests at the sites of 
Guernsey national shows providing 
10 or more teams participate in the 
competition, Harding said. Concur- 
rently the $500 Lawrence O. Cole- 
bank Guernsey Scholarship (now 
awarded to the top individual judge 
of the national 4-H contest for ad- 
vanced education) will be increased 
to a$1,000 prize, with an additional 
$300 scholarship offered to the high 
judge in the youth dairy judging con- 
test at the sites of other national 
Guernsey shows if 10 or more judg- 
ing teams participate. The Board also 
approved and noted youth fund ex- 
penses for the past year. 

“Thank you all for your support of 
this program as Guernsey breeders 
and parents,” Harding concluded. 

Herd Register/Cattle 
Health Committee 

Myron Lancaster, chairman of the 
Herd Register/Cattle Health Com- 
mittee, began his portion of the meet- 
ing by complimenting the staff for its 
success with registrations and trans- 
fers during 1983. “The turnaround 
time, for once in my lifetime, is very 
impressive,” he said. Registrations 
were up significantly this past year, 
Lancaster continued, noting that 
there was a bit of carryover resulting 
from the office move in December 
1982. The Board has acted to allow 
the registering of a calf up to three 
months of age, which dies after its 
registry application has been sub- 
mitted to the AGCC, at the “dead- 
animal” rate of $5.50 rather than $9, 
as long as a registration number has 
not already been assigned. This pol- 
icy is now in effect. 

Lancaster reported on the tremen- 
dous response to the tattoo survey 
recently completed by the AGCC. In

general, people liked tattoos, but 
“many would like to see a sketch, 
especially with transfers,” he said. 
The Board will take the results under 
advisement and seek further com- 
ments from breeders before recom- 
mending a course of action. 

The Board will also be developing 
possible amendments to the AGCC’s 
Constitution and By-Laws regarding 
membership for consideration at the 
1985 annual meeting. An option 
being given strong consideration is 
the discontinuation of sustaining 
and 20-year memberships, leaving 
the two options of “members” and 
“junior members” available, with life- 
time memberships granted to indi- 
viduals, partnerships and corpora- 
tions. 

“We, as a breed and individuals, 
have become the leader in the indus- 
try regarding Johne's Disease,” Lan- 
caster stressed when moving on to 
cattle health matters. The Board has 
taken steps to make the membership 
more aware of this debilitating dis- 
ease, approve a plan for listing farms 
with negative Johne’s Disease fecal 
culture tests for a fee, and develop a 
Johne's Three-Year, Limited-War- 
ranty that can be used to protect 
buyers and sellers of cattle, he con- 
cluded. 

Milk Marketing Committee 

First vice president and chairman 
of the Milk Marketing Committee, 
Myron Erdman of Chenoa, Illinois, 
reported that Guy Crews of National 
All-Jersey had met with the Board, 
and that AGCC and Golden Guernsey 
are working closely with AGCC staff 
members to bring about a change in 
fluid milk standards. “We all resent 
change, and milk processors do, as 
well. We need to work together to 
encourage the increase of milk stan- 
dards. A lot of processors are reluc- 
tant to accept this.” He explained 
that work is being done through 
state organizations in Illinois, Wis- 
consin, New York and other areas 
where legislation to raise minimum 
standards has been introduced. 

He further commented that several 
studies to suggest methods of milk 
pricing based upon more milk com- 
ponents are now underway. “This 
has been a breed issue. Now we have 
gotten over that hurdle. But, unfor- 
tunately, not all of us have the milk 
market that Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota do.” 

On the discouraging side, Erdman 
said that it is getting more difficult to 
assemble sufficient volumes of milk 
in some areas to keep many of the 
Golden Guernsey processors operat- 
ing under the trademark. “While 
beta-carotene research looks great 
for Golden Guernsey milk, if the re- 
search comes through, we couldn't 
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begin to take care of the market,” he 
warned. He then encouraged groups 
to donate to the Guernsey Founda- 
tion to see that this research is con- 
tinued. 

This report prompted comments 
from the audience, including, “It’s a 
shame to serve milk in cartons. We 
should encourage the use of milk 
dispensers (in schools, cafeterias, 
etc.).” Donald Forner from Chaska, 
Minnesota added, “Let’s make a point 
to compliment restaurant managers 
when they serve dairy products. They 
appreciate that.” 

Shows /People Awards /Field Staff 

The Shows/People Awards/Field 
Staff Committee activities were sum- 
marized by George Fowler, Sr. of Sal- 
uda, South Carolina. He noted that 
some shows have been removed from 
the AGCC-approved list since they 
had not met minimum number re- 
quirements for either of the past two 
years. Shows which had fewer than 
the minimums allowed in 1983 have 
been put on probationary status for 
1984, with notice of this given to 
show management and the respec- 
tive state Guernsey organizations. 

Several modifications have been 
made in the Total Performance Cow 
Award for the national shows, a new 
award that was well-received this 
past show season. The formula, 
which considers both production 
and type aspects, will now use Modi- 
fied Contemporary Deviations 
(MCDs) available from USDA via 
AGCC pedigrees rather than relative 
herdmate differences, which can vary 
across the country. The Board has 
also made adjustments to place more 
emphasis on appraisal and show in- 
formation than previously was the 
case. These and other minor modifi- 
cations will appear in the show cata- 
logs of the three respective national 
Guernsey shows. 

Fowler noted that a national 
Guernsey futurity to start in 1986 
has been approved by the Board, with 
the location to be the site of the pre- 
vious year’s largest national Guern- 
sey show. Also authorized was the 
addition of an intermediate heifer 
calf class for calves born from De- 
cember 1 through February 29 to 
national shows, with this change 
reflected in the All-American and 
Junior All-American contests. Start- 
ing in 1984 the top 10 cows in each 
milking-age class that have com- 
pleted a lactation will be eligible for 
the Joe P. Eves Type/Production 
Award at each national show. 

After shifting gears and moving 
into the People Awards summary, 
Fowler indicated that “the 1984 re- 
cipients of the Distinguished Service 
Award are certainly most deserving.” 


In addition to these awards, the 
Board will now be recognizing a Mas- 


Presidential Address 
by Russell Wirt 

t has been my privilege to serve 

as your president for the past 

five years. | can honestly say I 
never campaigned for the job. At 
times I wished I never accepted it. 
But most often I found it challenging. 
My true hope is that I have contrib- 
uted as much as I have gained in 
knowledge of people and under- 
standing of the dairy industry. I am 
sure this is true of most Board 
members. After careful study the 
Board makes decisions in the best 
interest of the Club. As I start this 
report, I find it the most pleasant I 
have made. I believe the affairs of the 
AGCC are in excellent condition, and 
the programs of the Club the most 
progressive of any dairy breed society. 
As [have said to you in past reports, it 
is not where an organization is, but 
rather the direction in which it is 
headed that determines its future. I 
am sure we will find stones in the 
road. And, as with generation inter- 
vals, will not move as fast as we need 
to. But, if we will use all of the perfor- 
mance and genetic programs of the 
AGCC, this breed can have a good 
future. If we limit these programs, 
our progress will not keep pace and 
the competitiveness of our cow will 
decline. During the past 10 years 
that I have served as a director of the 
Club, it has made many positive 
changes. No Board on which I have 
served had more challenges than did 
your Board. 

While actions of the Board were not 
always unanimous, problems of the 
Club and breed were addressed. 
Solutions are not always able to be 
made in the best interest of this 
ter Breeder annually, with guidelines 
very similar to the Dairy Shrine Dis- 
tinguished Dairy Cattle Breeder 
Award. 

“AGCC Field representatives con- 
tinue to do a super job,” said Fowler 
when starting the field-operation 
summary. “In areas without repre- 
sentatives, (staff from) the home of- 
fice will help out and has been well- 
received. Any time you have a prob- 
lem, there is help as close as your 
telephone,” he stressed. Both direc- 
tors and staff members are available 
to assist breeders. 

Genetic Advancement Committee 

After introducing members of the 
Genetic Advancement Committee, 
Chairman Jack Dendel indicated 
that “Part of this group is outside, 
advisory people. This breed would 
not be at the stage it is now without 
their help in all of these areas.” He 
then called on Tom Aitchison of 
Ames, Iowa, a fellow Guernsey breeder 
and extension dairyman at Iowa 
State University, to present a sub- 
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organization without being unpalat- 
able to some members or staff people. 
But a Board's responsibility is to ana- 
lyze problems and then move that 
organization to a favorable, competi- 
tive position. It is not much different 
than running a dairy farm. Continue 
on without change, and soon you 
find you no longer compete with the 
industry. If one makes changes that 
allow him to control expense per unit 
of production, produce more income 
per hour of time, act with planned 
programs rather than react to crisis, 
and have the best genetics in the 
industry in your barn, one will soon 
become competitive with any dairy 
farm. Notice I did not mention the 
proposition about expanding to 
larger size, because quite often that 
only complicates the problem. 

The Board, over the past 10 years, 
wrestled with just about the same 
kind of problem. Getting larger and 
serving interests other than that of 
recording and promoting Guernseys 
were not sound, financial ventures. 
The Club has moved from being an 
organization that tried to justify a 
large building, to an organization 
that has as its sole function that of 
serving Guernsey breeders with 
sound, progressive programs. The 
Club was fortunate to market its 
building at a reasonable price and is 
pledged to making the Purebred Reg- 
istry Center (PRC) a reality. The 
American Jersey Cattle Club (AJCC) 
management has given sound coun- 
sel to our staff. With time and matur- 
ity, PRC can happen. 

The Club has moved from being an 
organization with too many em- 
ployees relative to its gross income, 
and an organization that owned 
printing equipment and had its own 
committee report on the recording of 
animals with less than 100 percent 
Guernsey genes. 

Aitchison started, “This has been 
an interesting and challenging job. 
The hard-working and dedicated 
people (on this subcommittee) did 
get and appreciate input from alot of 
people representing all viewpoints.” 
He then summarized the subcom- 
mittee and full Board's activities, re- 
lating that the committee had met 
five times during the previous 12 
months. The first meeting on June 
16 in Ames, Iowa was actually one ofa 
special committee to study gene 
migration, held in conjunction with 
the International Paratuberculosis 
Colloquium there. It was a prelimi- 
nary opportunity to explore various 
ideas involving this topic. 

The second conference on June 30 
in Madison, Wisconsin was the day 
after the American Dairy Science As- 
sociation (ADSA) annual meeting 
and included several interested dairy 
scientists and interested breeders. 


data-processing equipment, thereby, 
selling services not related to a breed 
society, to a streamlined office that 
can adjust in size to future needs 
with a proper employee cost-to-in- 
come ratio. It budgets to make most 
departments break even and thus 
lives within its income. 

The Club’s programs have moved 
from putting fluff, pretty cows and 
high prices first, to an organization 
that puts the profit of its members’ 
cattle as its number one goal of 
accomplishment. It adopted pro- 
grams that can put the very best 
genetic material in our recording 
files. We are going to rate cattle by 
performance and thus accelerate the 
improvement of genetic material our 
breed has to offer other dairymen. 

The Club is extremely fortunate to 
have as its Executive Secretary, Ber- 
nie Heisner. Bernie is an ambitious, 
knowledgeable, young man who has 
a rare gift of listening to input, 
weighing alternatives, making a de- 
cision and moving an organization 
to a better position. He is a strong 
leader, the kind every successful 
organization needs. 

We have an efficient, youthful staff 
and asound, hard-working field staff. 
Let us show our appreciation for the 
efforts of Bernie, the staff and field 
service. 

I would also like for us to show our 
appreciation for the efforts of your 
Board. These are people dedicated to 
the best interests of Guernsey cattle. 
They are people who leave their busi- 
nesses to wives or family to attend 
meetings. They leave corn in the field 
to serve the interest of Guernsey cat- 
tle. They make special arrangements 
for help and management at their 
farms and business so they might 
Goals that could be used for any pro- 
gram of gene migration that might 
be developed were established as fol- 
lows: (1) To increase reproductive 
efficiency and fertility; (2) To improve 
calf livability and vigor; (3) To in- 
crease the production of milk, butter- 
fat and protein; (4) To improve cow 
longevity and stayability under all 
kinds of management conditions and

fit into an overall philosophy of in- 
creasing profits for Guernsey breed- 
ers. That meeting involved excellent 
discussion, but had to be adjourned 
before working out all details desired. 
There was a consensus that outside 
genes could be introduced and simply 
recorded by the use of an “X” prefix 
followed by a number indicating the 
percentage of Guernsey blood (i.e. 
X50 would be an animal with 50 per- 
cent Guernsey genes), thus distin- 
guishing these animals from regis- 
tered Guernseys and those in the 


work in the best interest of your 
Club. They work without pay for time 
and service. They spend time listen- 
ing to your concerns and drive miles 
to attend area meetings. They study 
issues and counsel with the best 
scientists and industry people in the 
country. They debate and then set 
policy in the best interest of the Club 
and the cow. They are aware the 
Club’s programs must be broad 
enough to involve people with the 
same goal of breeding better Guern- 
seys, but philosophies that might 
differ in how that is to be obtained. It 
is essential that this breed maintain 
its base population and expand upon 
it if effective programs are to con- 
tinue. 

The Board is aware of petitions 
and resolutions among our members 
to change policy and direction that 
this organization has charted. I only 
say to those people that if this organ- 
ization’s policies are not broad 
enough for all people willing to use 
Guernsey genes, then they might be 
narrow enough to put in question 
the viability of this organization. 

Your Board was elected by you, the 
breeders, to set policy in the best 
interest of the Club. I only report to 
you they have counseled with the 
best minds and have listened to your 
concerns. They have set policy in the 
Club's and the breed's best interest. I 
urge you to vote for Board members 
that have your philosophies as their 
philosophies. I urge you to elect Board 
members that will study needs and 
make decisions based on those needs. 
Your Board has functioned in just 
such a role. If you will but allow it to 
lead, the best interest of this Club 
and the Guernsey cow will be served,

Genetic Recovery program. Another 
consensus, which was later changed, 
was a feeling that X87 animals could 
be allowed to enter the Herd Register. 
Due to time restraints, no decision 
was made with respect to males, but 
the other two possible alternatives 
were to be presented to the Board.

The next meeting was one of the 
Genetic Advancement Committee in 
conjunction with the AGCC Board 
meeting in Louisville, Kentucky on 
November 4 and 6. After considerable 
discussion the Board passed a mo- 
tion to “drop ‘Gene Migration’ as the 
membership currently perceives it.”

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The Guernsey Breed Is On The Move

S your executive-secretary/

deserves my highest priority is my 
family. Perhaps you would be inter- 
ested in learning who is the boss in 
the Heisner household. That responsi- 
bility goes to the intelligent member 
of the family who best understands 
how to run the day-to-day operation 
and keep the entire family progress- 
ing in its ability to enjoy happiness 
here on earth. Iam proud to say that 
person is my wife, Sue. I am not so 
proud to say it took me about 12 
years before I fully accepted the fact 
that she deserved to be boss. 

You see, Iam not really very smart. 
With Sue I learned that the best thing 
I could do was to surround myself 
with people who are a lot smarter 
than I am. The very positive statisti- 
cal annual report that you have before 
you is the result of efforts of people 
smarter than I am. First of all, an 
experienced, very loyal Guernsey field 
staff that I was fortunate to inherit; 
second, a group of energetic, intelli- 
gent, creative-thinking headquarters 
staff; third, you have blessed me by 
selecting from your peers individuals 
to serve as your Board of Directors 
who are able to separate the wheat 
from the chaff, who are willing to

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motion: “The AGCC provide a self- 
supporting, record-keeping system, 
recording information on cattle with 
50 percent or more Guernsey genes; 
The principles in sketches I, II, II] and 
IV are approved (see page 11, Febru- 
ary 5, 1984 Journal); the Genetic 
Advancement Committee is to bring 
suggested high standards to the 
AGCC Board of Directors in March 
1984 for the Board's action.” The 
four sketches referred to in this mo- 
tion outlined possible pathways for 
the introduction of non-Guernsey 
genes, two involving the use of regis- 
tered Guernsey sires on non-Guern- 
sey females and the other two, non- 
Guernsey bulls on Guernsey females. 
None of these pathways, however, 
would allow the recording of males 
with less than 75 percent Guernsey 
genes, specifically excluding 50 per- 
cent Guernsey males from the pro- 
gram. At this meeting the use of an 
“X” prefix followed by a number indi- 
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the long-range best interest of the 
Guernsey breed. 

It was this Board's willingness to 
act that made 1983 a plus year, 
financially. The 1984 budget, which 
projects a 10 percent decline in 
income, is also plus. If it happens 
that AGCC does, in fact, have back- 
to-back, plus-financial years, it will 
be a significant turnaround from 
past performance. At budget time 
AGCC management checked the 
audit reports back to 1970 and found 
that back-to-back, plus-financial 
years had not occurred during that 
time period. Since 1970, about 
$500,000 in assets have been lost by 
your Guernsey organizations. Mount- 
ed on the penholder in my office, so I 
see it every day, is the following Cal- 
vin Coolidge quote, “ There is no dig- 
nity quite so impressive, and no 
independence quite so important as 
living within your means.” Guernsey 
organizations now enjoy financial 
dignity, and I see no reason to waver 
from this position in the future. 

There is a fourth group of folks 
that is a lot smarter than I am that 
AGCC has been fortunate to involve 
in our organization during 1983... 
outside experts. These folks receive 
their paychecks as dairy farmers, 
from universities, from Al studs, from 
milk-marketing organizations, the 
dairy press and our friends and 
partners in joint breed efforts, the 
American Jersey Cattle Club. They 
have advised us on a myriad of sub- 
jects including milk marketing, 
Johne's Disease, young sire sampling, 
upgrading performance programs 
and a system to record animals with 
less than 100 percent Guernsey 


cating the percentage of Guernsey 
blood for any recorded animals was 
reaffirmed. A certificate that is easily 
distinguishable from both registra- 
tion and Genetic Recovery certifi- 
cates would also be used. Males need 
to have Guernsey color characteris- 
tics (red) to be issued a recording 
certificate. 

The fourth gathering of committee 
members was on February 16 in 
Columbus, Ohio to establish the var- 
ious standards and details of the 
program as per the Board’s November 
directive. The standards were again 
reviewed and revised slightly at the 
March 22-23 meeting in conjunction 
with the AGCC Board session in 
Louisville, Kentucky. The following 
guidelines were determined for the 
program. 


1. Guernsey Sires on Non-Guernsey 
Females. The same standards will be 
used as are currently used in the Genetic 
Recovery program. These requirements 
are for use on entry-level females. 


genes. We have paid them nothing, 
but they have contributed their all. 

A fifth group of people smarter 
than I am are those breeders who 
have been successful with Guernseys. 
As your hired staff travels, we seek 
the counsel of these individuals 
regarding new programs and new 
ways of helping them and other 
Guernsey enthusiasts enjoy even 
greater success from working with 
Guernseys. I can report that your 
Board has adopted no programs in 
the past 12 months without signifi- 
cant (note I do not say complete) 
support from this highly progressive 
group of breeders. In 1983 there were 
25 herds in the nation with Guern- 
sey DHIR lactation averages in excess 
of 700 pounds of butterfat. Would 
those people with herds that had an 
average greater than 800 pounds of 
butterfat remain standing? There 
were three... Phil Laesch of Wiscon- 
sin with 42 cows 17,185M 800F, Don 
Giacomini of California with 100 
cows 16,747M 823F and Bob Dias of 
California with 31 cows 19,491M 
954F. Top genetics and intelligent 
management are the keys in these 
top herds. A further comment I think 
is appropriate. Four of the top dozen 
herds are on a Johne's Disease con- 
trol program. 

Collectively these five groups of 
people have moved your breed asso- 
ciation into an enviable position. 
Guernsey is the breed on the move 
and I sense that in the very near 
future, Guernsey will have earned the 
label as an important “leader” in the 
dairy industry. 

As we set the future course for 
Guernsey organizations, let us fully 
recognize our unique role as a breed 
association in the dairy industry. 


2. Non-Guernsey Sires Used on Guern- 
sey Females 

A. Sires must rank in the 80th per- 

centile or higher within their re- 

spective dairy breed for Cheese 

Yield Dollars (CYS) and have a min- 

imum repeatability for their USDA 
summary of 70 percent. 

. Sires will be screened for the type 
trait, suspensory ligament, using 
the respective breed's linear type 
information. Sires will not be used 
if their rating for this trait is more 
than one standard deviation below 
the average. 

. Nosires that are known to be carri- 
ers of undesirable genetic reces- 
sives will be allowed. 


. Once a sire is added to the list, he 
will remain on the list permanently 
(the exception would be if he be- 
comes known to be a carrier of an 
undesirable genetic recessive). 

. The list will initially be based on 
active-Al sires, but formerly active- 
Al sires may also be placed on the 
list if they meet all of the standards. 
It is the intention of the committee 
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First of all, we are considered the 
ultimate authority in matters related 
to pedigree. Secondly, we are consi- 
dered the unbiased source of type- 
trait information. Next, and perhaps 
the most important, we are looked to 
to combine performance and pedi- 
gree information in the most useful, 
easy-to-understand fashion so that 
those associated with Guernseys can 
gain from the merchandising of 
superior Guernsey genetics. You all 
have an opportunity to take a stand 
on that issue this afternoon. Your 
actions speak louder than words. I 
expect Guernsey enthusiasts will not 
be sitting on their hands. 

The last year has not been a com- 
plete picnic. Change and new ideas 
are not always perceived by all indi- 
viduals as progress. If you have some 
question about actions taken by your 
Board of Directors and implemented 
by your management staff, I would 
hope you would raise them in a con- 
structive manner. 

Most concerns result from misin- 
formation or misconception of what 
is to happen. Most of these can be 
fully explained with a phone call toa 
Board member or to AGCC head- 
quarters. 

If, after having considered all the 
information the Board has consi- 
dered, you still feel that the Board has 
missed important factual considera- 
tions or has operated in a manner 
inappropriate for the long-range good 
of Guernsey folks, we would encour- 
age you to make your points in the 
open Guernsey public forum. If ap- 
proached in a fashion to honestly 
seek out the truth, such discussion 
can be constructive and healthy. 

It is unfortunate at times when 
people maliciously assault the char- 


that some means be used to desig- 
nate which sires are currently in 
active-Al service. 

. Production Predicted-Difference 
estimates of the other breed sires 
on a Guernsey base will be pub- 
lished for all production traits in- 
cluding CYS. The converted figures 
will be on an actual basis rather 
than a mature-equivalent basis. 

.Complete information on type. 
calving ease and national, retail, 
semen price will be published for all 
sires on the approved list when 
available. 

3. Non-Guernsey Entry-Level (X75) 
Bulls. Bulls must have at least 75 percent 
Guernsey genes to be recorded. These 
bulls are to be reviewed by the AGCC 
Board or a Board Committee. The min- 
imum standard for entry-level bulls is a 
Pedigree Index (PI) above the average PI of 
all Guernsey bulls sampled in AI the pre- 
vious year, the previous year being the 
last calendar year prior to the year of birth 
of the animal in question for which 
USDA-AIPL has complete information 
available. 


acter of an individual or knowingly 
spread misinformation in order to 
accomplish their objective. More than 
2,000 years ago it was Aristotle who 
said, “A liar, when he speaks the 
truth, is not believed.” It has been my 
experience that fairness and truth 
eventually win out in a free and intel- 
ligent society. I must relate, however, 
that such desperate attacks on Board 
and staff have done little to convince 
the boss of the Heisner household 
that a good decison was made in 
November 1981 when it was decided 
that the Heisners would share my 
time with a group of dairymen that 
represent only 1.5 percent of the 
cows on official and unofficial test. 
Sue claims she is the realist, and I 
must admit to being a bit of an 
optimist. 

A young breeder happened to be in 
my office one day when a couple pie- 
ces of “hate mail” on different sub- 
jects arrived. I observed that the indi- 
viduals writing them obviously had 
not been schooled by the likes of 
Gene Meyer who tried to teach me 
how to disagree without being dis- 
agreeable. Recently that young 
breeder has been sending me inspi- 
rational statements on a regular 
basis. I would like to share a couple of 
them with you. 

“When you are ready to go off the 
edge. remember the Lord in his infi- 
nite mercy made the world round.” 

“He who pulls on the oars does not 
have time to rock the boat.” 

From my viewpoint, the Guernsey 
breed is on the move . . . in the fast 
lane ...in the most positive direction 
possible. You are invited to take an 
oar and contribute in a positive 
manner where you feel most com- 
fortable. 


4. Recording Fees. For the first year of 
the program the fees will be: Females -S 10, 
Males - $50. Males must be blood-typed by 
owner. 

5. Numbering System. For females the 
same numbers will be used as for Original 
Animals (OA) in the Genetic Recovery 
programs with animals up to X99 to con- 
tinue to receive an OA series number. 
Males are to use the same numbering 
sequence as registered males. 

6. Recording Certificates. A certificate 
different in design will be used so it will be 
easily differentiated from the current 
Guernsey purebred and Genetic Recovery 
programs. 

7. Eligibility for Awards. All animals in 
the X recording system will be eligible to 
participate in AGCC’s DHIR testing and 
type appraisal programs, and will be re- 
corded separately in herd summary aver- 
ages. Animals at X92 or higher with 
Guernsey color characteristics will be 
eligible to receive recognition in AGCC 
performance programs (such as class- 
leader recognition) and to compete in 
AGCC-approved shows. 

8. The name selected for the program of 
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recording animals with less than 100 
percent Guernsey genes is the Guernsey 
Genetic Growth program. 

9. The date of implementation of the 
program will be July 1, 1984. 

In summary, the committee has 
worked hard to establish a voluntary 
program which is directional toward 
Guernseys. It is one in which the 
need for Guernsey sires is protected 
and one designed to maintain the 
many positive characteristics of the 
Guernsey breed. The committee be- 
lieves the AGCC should encourage 
the use of Guernesy sires on non- 
Guernsey females to get the program 
started. This genetically sound and 
progressive program with many 
built-in safeguards and high stand- 
ards will hopefully be an acceptable 
one to meet AGCC members, Aitchi- 
son concluded. 

Chairman Dendel then reflected 
on the breeder-sponsored, sire-prov- 
ing programs saying, “In 1983 19 
bulls were sampled. It looks like there 
will be 21 in 1984.” As was stressed 
in the convention's Sunday morning 
gathering, it is important that all 
Guernsey breeders become involved 
in organized sire sampling, he said. 
“This is where our future lies.” He 
then expressed appreciation to AI 
organizations for their assistance in 
Guernsey sire sampling and noted, 
“The dairy industry will lose from one 
to two million cows in the next year 
or two... hopefully it will not beat the 
expense of the Guernsey breed,” he 
continued. “We can't lose in our new 
endeavor of including new genes (in 
the breed). To those who do not want 
to partake, we have safeguards to 
protect them. By being tolerant of 
other ideas the U.S. has grown into 
what it is today. I hope the Guernsey 
breed does this, too,” he concluded. 

Guernsey Foundation Committee 

Chairman W. Lee Moore of Plano, 
Texas noted that the Guernsey 
Foundation had assets of $175,707 
on December 31, 1983, representing 
a$11,213 increase from the previous 
year. Fund income for the year to- 
talled $27,607, over $10,000 of which 
came from the generous contribu- 
tion of the Ohio Convention Fund. At 
the November 1983 Foundation 
meeting, $22,500 of research projects 
were scheduled for late 1983 and 
1984 to include studies on Johne's 
Disease and beta-carotene contents 
of milks, he related. “In 1984 the 
investment income should substan- 
tially increase by changing (from 
nine-percent treasury bills) to treas- 
ury bondsat 12 percent,” he optimis- 
tically added. Contributions in the 
amount of $1,781 had been received 
thus far this year from breeders in 
Wisconsin, Pennsylvania and Min- 
nesota. “Keep the Guernsey Founda- 
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On behalf of Tri-State Milk Cooperative Russ 
Bringe gave a check to W. Lee Moore for the 
Guernsey Foundation’s research. 
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tion in mind always,” Moore invited 
as he encouraged the audience to 
consider tax-deductible gifts to the 
Foundation. 

At that point Russ Bringe of Tri- 
State Milk Cooperative in West 
Salem, Wisconsin came forth with a 
$500 check for the Guernsey Foun- 
dation to further research that could 
benefit the entire industry. Speaking 
of the need to market special, high- 
protein milk, Bringe said, “Things 
are changing . . . Guernsey milk is 
‘eating’ milk, not ‘drinking’ milk.” 
Moore expressed thanks to this 
cooperative for this gift, thereby con- 
cluding his report. 

LEGAL REPORT 

President Wirt then introduced 
Keith Jung of Crabbe, Brown, Jones, 
Potts and Schmidt, the AGCC’s legal 
counsel in Columbus, Ohio. Jung 
summarized the legal work per- 
formed for the AGCC to date as get- 
ting the AGCC qualified to do busi- 
ness in Ohio, advice on the closing of 
the company’s retirement plan, draft- 
ing of the Johne’s Disease Three- 
Year Limited Warranty, advice on 
matters relating to the Peterborough, 
New Hampshire Building mortgage, 
legal counsel on Guernsey Genetic 
Growth, consultation on possible 
constitutional membership changes

Resolution Three—WHEREAS recog- 
nizing that the Guernsey cow is already 
well-respected within the dairy industry, 
Therefore, Be It Resolved that the Board of 
Directors of the American Guernsey Cat- 
tle Club be commended for the many pro- 
gressive decisions and actions taken over 
the past year that have strengthened our 
Guernsey association and made our 
Guernsey cow even more competitive in 
today’s challenging dairy industry. So 
moved by Kohler, seconded by Don Forner 
and carried unanimously. 

Wirt then asked if there were any 
further resolutions. Peter Speerstra, 
president of the Wisconsin Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association from White- 
hall, Wisconsin, came forward and 
presented Resolution Four. 

Resolution Four—WHEREAS the pure- 
bred Guernsey cow has proven to be com- 
petitive in today’s dairy industry and will 
become more competitive as the result of 
the protein pricing of milk; WHEREAS the 
purpose of the American Guernsey Cattle 
Club is, and should be, to register, pro- 
mote and keep records on purebred 
Guenseys: WHEREAS the Genetic Recov- 
ery program has generated many regis- 
trations and more grade Guernseys will 
be admitted into the herdbook: WHEREAS 
outstanding Guernsey bulls and the 
young sire programs are helping to make 
rapid genetic improvements in the 
Guernsey breed; WHEREAS the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club’s preamble to the 
Constitution states that the AGCC shall 
jealously guard the purity of the breed; 
Therefore, Be It Resolved that the Board of 
Directors of the American Guernsey Cat- 
tle Club are advised to discontinue the 
discussion, study or pursue the use of 
non-Guernsey genes or to establish a 
supplemental herd book for crossbred 
cattle. Be It Further Resolved that if the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club is to take 
this drastic a step, it should only be done 
after a vote of the total AGCC membership 
and that a copy of this resolution be sent 
to all Directors of the American Guernsey 
Cattle Club and that the President of Wis- 
consin Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 
or his representative, bring this resolu- 
tion before the assembly of the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club's Annual Meeting 
in Louisville, Kentucky. 

Speerstra moved for the adoption 
of this resolution which was sec- 
onded by William Hallam of Eleva, 
Wisconsin. W. Lee Moore then moved 
for the tabling of the resolution, with 
Mason Mungle seconding the tabling. 
After a standing vote was called for 
and executed, the tabling motion was 
carried. A member rose and ex- 
pressed confusion on the content of 
the vote, which was followed by a 
request for clarification from several 
in the audience.

DISTINGUISHED 
SERVICE AWARDS 
Three Guernsey breeders were 
honored with Distinguished Service 
Awards during the meeting. This 
recognition is annually bestowed 
upon a member or members of the 
AGCC to acknowledge outstanding 
and unselfish service to the breed 
and the dairy industry. 
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Merton B. Sowerby 

Lee Yost of Benton, Pennsylvania, a 
1983 Distinguished Service Award 
recipient, read the citation honoring 
Merton Sowerby from Warrenton, 
Virginia. He said, “I have known Mert 
for many years, travelled many miles 
with him. As we pause to remember 
all of the good things Mert has done 
for the dairy industry and, in particu- 
lar, for Guernsey breeders, we bear 
witness to the fact that if civilization 
is to be tested, we could select no 
individual more appropriate to be its 
standard. 

“After attending Michigan State 
University, he started working with 
Guernseys at Brays Island Planta- 
tion, Yemassee, South Carolina in 
April 1946. His excellence in the show 
ring, his sportsmanship and respect 
from fellow showmen led to his re- 
ceiving of the Klussendorf Memorial 
Trophy in 1953. 

“In March 1955 he went to Wood- 
acres Farm in Princeton, New Jersey, 
becoming its manager in October of 
that same year. In the next 16 years 
he made many class-leading and sev- 
eral world records. Forty-four All- 
Americans and Reserve All-Ameri- 
cans were shown, including the last 
three-time national grand champion 
and the only five-time All-American 
Aged Cow, regardless of breed. 

“He has judged national Guernsey 
shows in Columbus, Fresno and

Madison, as well as the International 
in Chicago, Royal Winter Fair, Royal 
Eastern Show in Sydney, Australia 
and the Expo Ayala in San Jose, 
Costa Rica. A member of the AGCC’s 
Type Committee, he served as its 
chairman from 1968 to 1971.In 1970 
he was elected to the AGCC Board. 
From 1971 to April 1983 he was offi- 
cial classifier for the AGCC, apprais- 
ing over 184,000 head of Guernseys, 
Ayrshires, Brown Swiss, Red and 
White, Milking Shorthorn and Jersey 
cattle in this space of time. He is still 
scoring Brown Swiss, Red and White, 
and Milking Shorthorn cattle. 

“The quiet manner with which 
Mert conducted himself and his bus- 
iness is a trademark to be cherished. 
All of us quickly learned that we 
could rely on him to get the job done 
without fuss, muss or fanfare. It is 
fitting and appropriate that the 
Guernsey fraternity honor this 
strong-willed individual who opera- 
ted with a sense of personal purpose. 
Mert expects no more of anyone else 
than he expects of himself. In the his- 
tory of the Guernsey breed, Mert 
Sowerby will be recorded as one of 
the few who has ably served as an 
excellent caretaker of Guernsey cat- 
tle, a highly respected showman, a 
national Board member, as well as an 
entrusted employee. 

“Mert has asked me to say only one 
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thing: ‘Give credit to my wife, Francis; 
son, Roger, a research chemist in 
Ohio; and daughter, Mary, with 
American Breeders Service in Ten- 
nessee, for their understanding and 
support.” 

Responding on behalf of her father, 
following a standing ovation Mary 
Sowerby said, “Over the years Dad 
has been very involved with this 
breed. Although he started with Jer- 
seys, he converted totally to the 
Guernsey breed. He loves and re- 
spects all of you. Special thanks to 
the Board of Directors and all of the 
people who have supported him in so 
many ways since last April. We havea 
great breed and association. We need 
to keep going in the right direction, 
genetically, support programs and 
become better managers and promo- 
ters of the breed.” 

Lee Housley 

Lee Housley of Riceville, Tennessee 
was recognized through a presenta- 
tion by Russell Wirt. Wirt commented, 
“After working with his father-in-law 
for two years, Lee, at the age of 27, 
contracted to buy 150 acres of land 
and started milking grade cows in 
1945. He did a good job of managing 
this operation and in 1949 pur- 
chased two registered Guernseys for 
his daughter tc use in 4-H Club work. 
These were the first registered ani- 
mals on the farm. 

“From these humble beginnings 
the Housley herd developed into one 
of the most highly respected Guern- 
sey operations over the last 20 years. 
Animals like Fox Run AF C Faye and 
her son, Housleys Dari Fayvor; Hous- 
leys C Ramona, All-American in 1968 
and 1969; and, more recently, Pla- 
teaco Fayvor Daisy and her son, 
Housleys AFC Diamond, all have 
earned a special niche in Guernsey 
breed history. 

“The Housleys’ accomplishments 
in the showring are too numerous to 
mention, but most of us can remem- 
ber standing down the line, appre- 
ciating the exellence of the winning 
cow Lee was leading. For his remark- 
able accomplishments, he received 
the Dairy Shrine Dairy Cattle Breeder 
Award in 1974. 

“Lee served two terms as a director 
of the American Guernsey Cattle Club 
and was a member of the Type Com- 
mittee. A highly respected cattle fam- 
ily, both Lee and his son, John, have 
judged a number of major shows 
throughout the country. Another son, 
Gail, has also been an approved, 
Guernsey judge. Lee and his wife, 
Jonnie, have three children, Myra 
Lee, John and Gail. The Housleys 
have five grandchildren. 

“Lee Housley has judged dairy cat- 
tle shows from coast to coast and in 
Australia. He searched the country to 
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bring together the finest genetics 
through females that he developed 
into outstanding examples of type 
and outstanding production. The 
farm developed and sold both males 
and females that attracted national 
attention. He served as a role model 
for young breeders to breed, develop 
and merchandise outstanding 
Guernsey cattle. 

“It is an honor to be able to recog- 
nize Lee and Jonnie Housley and 
their family, who have made the 
Guernsey breed so proud on so many 
occasions.” 

Jonnie and Lee Housley accepted 
this service award saying, “It has all 
been a pleasure. We appreciate your 
kindness and the confidence folks 
have expressed in our cattle and fam- 
ily. Thanks so much!” 

Russell J. Wirt 

Chris Skaar of Hayward, Minne- 
sota spoke on behalf of Russell Wirt, 
sharing this background informa- 
tion. “As the grand finale of the Dis- 
tinguished Service Awards, we have 
last, but certainly not least, Russell J. 
Wirt from Maple Leaf Farms of Lewis- 
ton, Minnesota, president of the 
AGCC for the last five years. 

Russell has been a member of the 
AGCC Board of Directors for the last 
10 years. The five years in which he 
was president have encompassed 
some rather turbulent times for the 
national association. On several oc- 
casions Wirt personally hoped that 
someone else would be elected for 
this position. 

“The Maple Leaf Farm was estab- 
lished by Wirt’s great-grandfather in 
1855, three years before Minnesota 
achieved statehood. After graduating 
from high school, he attended the 
University of Minnesota for one year, 
was active in 4-H and FFA and is an 
AGR brother. Since 1950 he has been 
farming at Maple Leaf, and in 1952 
entered into a partnership with his 
father, Elmer. Also in 1952 he mar- 
ried Donna Campbell. The Wirts have 
four children, John Duane, Dennis, 
Doug and a daughter, Kimberly, and 
four grandchildren. 

“In 1964 they were selected as the 
June Dairy Farm Family of Minne- 
sota. Russell purchased his father’s 
half of the operation in 1966 and 
since then has gone into partnership 
with his sons. Now they are farming 
about 800 acres, with approximately 
300 registered Guernseys and a 
farrow-to-finish hog operation. 

“Past President of the Minnesota 
GBA and past secretary of Minnesota 
DHI, he has served on the ADA and 
Minnesota Livestock Breeders Board. 
He is an original producer of Ander- 
son-Erickson Dairy on the Golden 
Guernsey market, and is now very 
active in the United Guernsey Coop- 
erative which concentrates on the 


marketing of high-solids milk. Wirt 
participates in all AGCC programs, 
and is highly respected for his ability 
to judge cattle shows, including the 
national and Royal Easter show in 
Sydney, Australia. Russell and Donna 
participated in the 1982 Fourth 
World Guernsey Conference in South 
Africa, and will be going back to that 
country to judge the show in April 
1984. 

“The Maple Leaf herd has also re- 
ceived many top honors at the state 
and national shows. Their 1983 DHIR 
lactation average shows 100 cows 
with a mature-equivalent, 305-day 
average of 13,054 pounds of milk and 
651 pounds of butterfat. The Wirts 
have been Gold Star Breeders several 
times and are proud of the fact that 
in recent years the herd has had the 
positive genetics that have allowed 
them to place bulls in AI studs. 

“Russell is a family man who has 
given freely of his time, efforts and 
service to the industry and the 
Guernsey cow, which he loves. It is 
most fitting for the AGCC to honor 
this most humble farm boy who has 
rendered remarkable service and 
brought the organization through a 
period of considerable stress.” 

Wirt accepted this service award 
with a brief, but sincere, acknowl- 
edgement of thanks. 

OTHER NEW BUSINESS 

Several individuals at the meeting 
gave invitations to upcoming state 
sales, field days and other gather- 
ings, encouraging all to take part in 
these opportunities to enjoy Guern- 
sey fellowship. The business meeting 
was then adjourned at 11:00 a.m.

charge to pre-registered convention- 
goers, courtesy of Sale Manager The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club and 
the sale sponsors, Kentucky Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association and Ken- 
tucky Department of Agriculture. 
People then moved into bleachers at 
ringside in preparation for introduc- 
tory remarks and the showing of the 
sale consignments. 

“The real impressive part of this 
convention activity is the excellent 
cooperation from the Kentucky De- 
partment of Agriculture which has 
been supporting this event since 
1962,” said Convention Chairman 
Barney Hornback of Elizabethtown, 
Kentucky when introducing Ken- 
tucky’s Commissioner of Agriculture, 
David Boswell. 

In abrief explanation of that state’s 
show and sale program just prior to 
giving a $4,000 check to Stuart Ber- 
ryman of Nicholasville, Kentucky for 
the Kentucky National Show and 
Sale, Commissioner Boswell said that

this program is an investment in the 
future of agriculture in Kentucky. “It 
allows us to show people of our great 
state how agriculture affects their 
daily lives.” He then went on to pre- 
sent AGCC President Russell Wirt of 
Minnesota with a coveted Kentucky 
Colonel award, saying, “it is through 
the effort of people like Russ that we 
show (others) what agriculture is all 
about.” 

The crowd's festive mood contin- 
ued growing as Joann Gierhart from 
Indiana began to auction special 
promotional items on behalf of the 
Kentucky Convention Fund. The bids 
obtained ranged from $10 for a 1983 
Kentucky Derby Coca Cola bottle to 
$100 each for a Guernsey cow wind- 
direction indicator and for Missouri 
Auctioneer Gary Estes’ hat. 

Fifty consignments originating 
from 14 states then vied for $9,000 in 
premiums at the Kentucky National 
Show, with the 10 national Guernsey 
queen contestants presenting each 
entry with individual checks in 
amounts from $140 to $410. George 
Heersche from the University of Ken- 
tucky and Mike Wilkerson of the 
Kentucky Department of Agriculture 
handled the microphone and ring 
details as Judge Jack Albright from 
Purdue University officially evaluated 
the entries. Adding to the show was 
the organ music provided by Harry 
Flotemersch, DVM during the judg- 
ing. 

From a field of 25 calves and year- 
lings, the winning entries from the 
intermediate calf, senior calf, junior 
yearling and senior yearling classes 
were brought out for junior cham- 
pionship consideration. After look- 
ing over this attractive array of young 
stock, Albright summarized his deci- 
sion by saying, “When all is said and 
done, you need to go with which one 
could go the farthest in top-flight 
competition.” He noted the “great 
lines and quality of the yearlings,” 
but chose the first- and second-place 
senior heifer calves as the ultimate

champions, giving them advantages 
in pasterns and ribbing. The junior 
champion female was Askew Farms 
Admiral Likable, a large, October 6 
calf consigned by William Askew of 
Hilmar, California. Reserve cham- 
pion honors went to the very correct, 
clean-cut, September 5 senior heifer 
calf from Fowler Branstetter of Ed- 
monton, Kentucky, Branstetters Tele- 
star Dana. 

While the high-placing, milking- 
age females were circling the arena, 
Albright said, “There are some nice, 
quality cows in the outside of the 
ring, but, in the final analysis, I am 
going with the most productive ud- 
ders.” The winning three-year-old 
cow which then took the grand 
champion banner was Jualmi Dia- 
monds Lace, the entry of Kyle Lindsey 
of Bismarck, Illinois. Following with 
reserve grand champion recognition 
was Dendel Orchards M C Malinda, 
the first-prize four-year-old cow 
owned by Jack Dendel of Allegan, 
Michigan. The judge praised this pair 
for its width of rear udder, teat 
placement and quality of hide, say- 
ing, “there's a lot of milk out here!” 

The Sale 

After the annual business meeting 
and noon luncheon featuring na- 
tional production awards, Guernsey 
enthusiasts flocked to the Exposi- 
tion Center to view the 51 consign- 
ments sell under the direction of 
Auctioneer Gary Estes and Pedigree 
Reader Doug Wilson from Wisconsin 
on Monday. Chalking up bids with 
an eager flair were Barney Hornback, 
Robert Griggs, Jr. of Oklahoma, Ar- 
nold Knight of Wisconsin and Leslie 
Peckham of Wisconsin. Also assist- 
ing were the two newly crowned Na- 
tional Guernsey Princesses, Eliza- 
beth Newbill of Virginia and Amy 
Sherman of Ohio, by passing slips for 
buyers. 

The first Guernsey consignment to 
bring a double-digit figure at public 
auction in 1984 and the highest- 
priced Guernsey unborn embryo ever 
merchandised was the top of this 
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national sale on a final bid of $20,000. 
The actual offering from Consignor 
Alisa Fava of Scenery Hill, Pennsyl- 
vania was the buyer’s choice of one of 
the heifer ET calves, that are due to 
be born in August, at three months of 
age. Sired by Welcome Choice Admi- 
ral, now the breeds’ highest bull for 
Production-Type Index (PTI), the un- 
born embryos are the result of super- 
ovulating Co Hill Farms M Nannie, an 
86-point Olympic View B Maverick 
daughter. This Gold Star Dam is in 
the breeds’ top 300 for Cow Perfor- 
mance Index (CPI) with +325M +.12% 
+29F +$70, CIT +0.5, CPI +117. One of 
four Very Good sisters with more 
than 750 pounds of butterfat, she 
has a junior three-year-old record of 
16,060M 5.4% 861F 287D 2X and 
MCD figures of +3,691M and +233F. 
The embryo’s VG-81 grandam has 
credits to 17,130M 4.8% 815F 305D 
2X, lifetime production over 137,700 
pounds of milk and an MCD of 
+2,593M +144F. The third dam, sired 
by Lyrene May Rose Prince, was 
backed by an 87-point cow with five 
lactations exceeding 700 pounds of 
butterfat and 133,563 pounds of 
milk. Originating from one of Co Hill 
Farms’ most solid cow families that 
has produced several All-American 
nominees, this consignment was 
purchased by the Northstar Syndi- 
cate which includes Dan Brubaker of 
Harrisonburg, Virginia, Victor Klaus- 
termeier of Lester Prairie, Minnesota

Wagners 
Choice Brandy, with genetic indexes 
of +623M +23F +$79, CIT +1.0, CPI 
+147, is out ofan EX-91 Wagners T H 
Emory daughter that has the breed's 
113th-highest CPI of +144. A junior 
two-year-old lactation of 18,950M 
4.8% 907F 365D 2X helped create 
this cow's MCD statistics of +5,746M 
+236F. The calf's grandam, appraised 
88 points, has produced 6-08 
16,390M 4.6% 753F 365D 2X. The 
next three dams in this maternal line 
are each Excellent with over 635 
pounds of butterfat to her credit.

sold at public auction in 1983 
reflected the industry's broadening 
appreciation for high-solids milk and 
a wave of renewed enthusiasm within 
the breed. Last year 1,700 Guernseys 
were struck off for an average figure 
of $1,206.04, up from 1982's average 
return of $1,045.76 and the fifth time 
to have surpassed the $1,000 mark 
in the 66 years of keeping such rec- 
ords. These statistics represent four 
fewer sales and 624 less cattle than 
in the 1982 annual report. 

Top-Selling Individuals 

Starting the list of high-selling 
Guernseys for 1983 is Shenmont 
Admiral Amber, a Welcome Choice 
Admiral junior calf that brought 
$30,000 in last November's Kentucky 
Fall Sale in Louisville. At sale time her 
VG-85, Gold Star Dam by Maurana 
Wis Telestar was in the breed’s top 
300 for Cow Performance Index (CPI) 
with July 1983 indexes of +1,168M 
+42F +$151, CIT +2.2, CPI +279 and 
had produced two lactations sur- 
passing 15,600 pounds of milk and 
600 pounds of butterfat. The next 
dam on the maternal side was ap- 
praised 88 points and had records to 
591 pounds of butterfat. Lisa Bru- 
baker of Harrisonburg, Virginia con- 
signed this calf with one of the high- 
est pedigree indexes then possible in 
the breed. The Amber Genetic Ven- 
ture Syndicate of Harrisonburg, Vir- 
ginia, which involved breeders from 
four states, is the current owner of 
this Guernsey, the highest-selling 
open heifer of the year.

Five months of age at 
sale time, this bull calf was consigned 
by H. J. Haga of Fort Valley, Georgia 
and found a new home with Eastern 
Ontario Breeders, Inc., United Breed- 
ers, Inc. and Western Ontario Breed- 
ers, Inc. of Woodstock, Ontario, Can- 
ada. His 90-point, Gold Star Dam has 
produced a string of class-leading 
and 1,000-pound butterfat records, 
and has one of the highest CPlIs in 
the breed. The 94-point maternal 
grandam was a former Reserve All- 
American with two lactations over 
1,100 pounds of butterfat. 

For only the second year in Guern- 
sey history people had an opportun- 
ity to purchase at public auction 
unborn embryos which had been 
transferred into recipients. At the 
Ohio Convention Sale, one by Co Hill 
Farms T H Big Tex sold for $3,500 to 
the Prince Sue Tex Syndicate of St. 
Marys, Ohio. Carried in a recipient 
that was a Kellogg Minnies Choice 
granddaughter, the embryo was out 
of Fre Lyn Kelloggs Prince Sue, a 92- 
point Gold Star Dam. By Kellogg 
Nances Prince, she has two lacta- 
tions over 1,130 pounds of butterfat, 
an extremely high CPl and three sons 
in AI. This offering was consigned by 
Fred and Evelyn Crider of Notting- 
ham, Pennsylvania. 

Also bringing a bid of $3,500 was 
an unborn embryo in the Win Crest 
Invitational Sale that would be a 
maternal sibling to 1983's high-sell- 
ing bred heifer. Sired by either Admi- 
ral or Red Hill King Henry, this em- 
bryo was sold by W. Dean Forsyth and 
is now owned by Ken Winters and R. 
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W. Robinson of Mabton, Washington. 
Sires of the High Sellers 

A total of 80 animals by 29 differ- 
ent bulls sold for $3,000 or more. 
Thirty-seven animals, 46.25 percent 
of this elite group, were sired by only 
four bulls. Kellogg Minnies Choice 
topped the listing with 12 offspring 
bringing an average of $4,583. Next 
is Maurana Wis Telestar, whose 10 
daughters averaged $6,130 and in- 
cluded the high-selling cow of the 
year, Win Crest Telestars Vela. Co Hill 
Farms T H Big Tex had eight off- 
spring with an average price tag of 
$5,138, including the top male of 
1983, Clearbranch BT Topaz. Fourth 
again this year is Clovelly Top Hornet, 
with seven offspring averaging 
$4,871.43. 

The Outstanding Sales 

The high sale of the year was the 
Win Crest Invitational Sale held dur- 
ing August in Mabton, Washington. 
Hosted by Ken Winters and Family 
for the first time, it saw 28 head cross 
the auction block for an average price 
of $4,932.14...an increase of $1,687 
from the previous year's highest sale 
average. The first-, second- and 
fourth-high cows and high unborn 
embryo all went through this sale. 

The next sale of 1983 was the Ohio 
Convention Sale at Delaware, Ohio, 
held in conjunction with the April 
AGCC Convention. The Ohio Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association managed 
this event which featured 30 con- 
signments at an average figure of 
$3,250 and one of the highest-selling 
unborn embryos of the year. Not far 
behind in the rankings was the 
Bettsward Farms Spring Consign- 
ment Sale, with the Merryman Com- 
pany of Sparks, Maryland and the 
Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, the co-managers. The second 
high-selling male and third high- 
selling cow helped this sale average 
$3,175.67 on 37 consignments. 

The top-selling bred heifer led the 
fourth-high sale of the year, the Na- 
tional Heifer Sale in Delaware, Ohio.

The AGCC also man- 
aged this sale which averaged

rue to the promise “Kentucky Has 

More In '84,” issued in preconven- 

tion publicity, Guernsey breeders 
from the Bluegrass State pulled out all 
stops to ensure that in excess of 400 peo- 
ple enjoyed the American Guernsey Cattle 
Club (AGCC) Convention in Louisville, 
Kentucky. Lasting four days from March 
23 through March 26, this convention 
featured the AGCC’s 107th annual busi- 
ness meeting, the highest-averaging sale 
to date this year and many opportunities 
to delight in genial, southern hospitality. 

The AGCC Board of Directors assem- 
bled for its semi-annual meeting on the 
22nd and 23rd, taking action on matters 
that is summarized elsewhere in this 
issue. The 10 young ladies vying for the 
national Guernsey queen title also arrived 
early to take part in a special luncheon 
sponsored by KABA/Select Sires and start 
the interviewing process. That Thursday 
evening prior to the convention's official 
start, Board members, staff, convention 
hosts and queen contestants on hand 
enjoyed an informal get-together, cour- 
tesy of the AGCC and Kentucky GBA. 

Friday Evening Fun 

Officially marking the convention's 
start was the President’s Reception, 
sponsored by American Breeders Service 
in honor of the final year of Russell Wirt's 
Service as AGCC president. Breeders and 
industry friends alike made the most of 
this opportunity to jovially renew old 
friendships and make new acquaintan- 
ces. 

Several hundred eager conventiongoers 
then boarded buses en route to a dinner 
and evening of harness racing at Louis- 
ville Downs. Filling a good portion of the 
reserved seating area in the clubhouse 
section of the grandstand, people made 
the most of the all-you-could-eat buffet 
while anticipating the 11 races to follow 
once the sun had set. The second race, 
dedicated to the American Guernsey Cat- 
tle Club, was an especially interesting one, 
with a model Guernsey cow from the 
AGCC going to the leading horse. Imme- 
diately folowing that contest Russell Wirt, 
Executive Secretary Bernie Heisner, his 
wife, Sue, Convention Chairman Barney 
Hornback and his wife, Betty, took to the 
racetrack to present this memento to the 
driver, Buddy Simpson of Fairfield, Illi- 
nois, and his winning entry, Battleshoe 
Vent. Many conventioneers mustered 
courage to try their hand at wagering on 
the races, with quite a few enjoying the

thrill of victory before the night was over. 
Saturday Tours 

Two planned tour options on Saturday 
allowed a choice between viewing the 
sights of Louisville and seeing horse farms 
first-hand in the Lexington area. Five bus- 
loads of Guernsey enthusiasts decided on 
the southerly trek to Lexington to see how 
Kentucky's renowned thoroughbred hor- 
ses are housed and handled. After a brief 
stop at the Kentucky Horse Farm, the 
tourists headed to Gainesway Farm, “the 
largest stud farm in the world,” according 
to its general manager, Joe Taylor. Ap- 
proximately 50 stallions, with one-time 
stud fees ranging from $3,500 to 
$150,000, serviced in excess of 2,700 
mares in 1983. The extensive breeding 
schedule allows for the breeding of horses 
at 9:00 a.m., 2:00 p.m. and 7:00 p.m. in 
season, which runs from February toJuly. 
The stallion complex and exercise pavil- 
ion, completed only three years ago, in- 
clude barns with red-oak interiors and 
stained glass windows built at a cost of 
$250,000 each to house eight horses. Tay- 
lor then answered questions about syndi- 
cates, insurance and progeny-testing 
brought up by Guernsey breeders. 

The buses continued on to the Ken- 
tucky Horse Park, a Lexington attraction 
that exceeds 1,000 acres in area. This stop 
began with lunch and a 20-minute film 
feature that created “a memorable expe- 
rience of the horse and his special world.” 
Peopie then meandered through the Inter- 
national Museum of the Horse, viewed the 
statue of the renowned Man O' War and 
enjoyed the walking farm tour that in- 
cluded glimpses of a blacksmith’s shop, 
harness shop, a training stable and many 
breeds of horses and ponies, before head- 
ing back to Louisville. 

The remaining registered guests 
boarded a bus to leisurely learn more 
about the intriguing city of Louisville. The 
first stop at authentically restored Locust 
Grove, the home of Louisville's founder, 
General George Rogers Clark, gave a broad 
perspective of how the city was started 
and settled. Next the shoppers in the 
group had a heyday at the factory outlet 
store for Hadley pottery, which had stayed 
open especially for the tour group that 
afternoon. The final stop was at Bakery 
Square, a small, charming shopping mall 
witha 19th-century atmosphere that was 
ideal for browsing. As the bus wound its 
way through the downtown area on the 
way back to the convention headquarters,

the Guernsey tourists had a chance to see 
Churchill Downs, the new $33.5 million 
Kentucky Center for the Arts and other 
attractions near the riverfront, as well as 
learn about typical Louisville architecture 
and cuisine from the well-versed tour 
guide. 
Saturday Dinner 

A total of 325 people gathered in the 
hotel's Canterbury Room for the Saturday 
evening meal, with Barney Hornback 
starting the event out by offering an invo- 
cation and serving as the master of cere- 
monies. During the dinner many people 
noted the “Guernsey Gold” and “Wildcat 
Blue” crocheted flowers which graced the 
center of each table, made by JoAnn Ber- 
ryman of Nicholasville, Kentucky. Some 
surprise entertainment, a group of cheer- 
leaders who looked suspiciously familiar 
despite their sunglasses, then shared 
their spirit for Guernseys with the crowd. 

The highlight of this session, however, 
was Dr. Carl Hurley, a speaker whom 
Hornback introduced as, “Our (Ken- 
tucky’s) answer toJerry Clower!” Keeping 
his audience in stitches a good portion of 
the time, Hurley admitted, “I love to eat 
and make speeches more than anything 
else.” He did share some philosophy about 
“the nature of human nature” with the 
group as well. “We are problem-solvers by 
nature,” he said. “The best way possible to 
adjust to change is to help each other. We 
need each other.” 

The Workshops 

For the second consecutive year con- 
ventiongoers had the opportunity to sit in 
on one or more educational sessions on 
various topics. The most popular of the 
three workshops was the one focusing on 
Johnes’ Disease control, with Dr. Glen 
Hoffsis of Ohio State University at the 
helm of the discussion. His slide presen- 
tation on this disease, followed by a sum- 
mary of the AGCC’s leadership role in the 
encouragement of Johnes’ Disease con- 
trol programs, prompted many questions 
from the audience and inspired lively 
discussion. 

Also offered were presentations on the 
upcoming AGCC-sponsored tour to Eng- 
land and the Isle of Guernsey, as well as an 
update on Guernsey specialty items now 
available through NASCO. Starting off 
this session was Janeice Moore of Plano, 
Texas, who enthusiastically shared back- 
ground information on the Isle of Guern- 
sey and some interesting experiences 
from her trip to that country this past 
summer. Following this fascinating pre- 
sentation, Dick Goetz of Ask Mr. Foster 
Travel in Berea, Ohio provided some spe- 
cific details on the tour itself. The new 
working agreement between the AGCC 
and NASCO to make a variety of breed 
promotional items available for purchase 
was the focus of the remainder of this 
workshop, presented by Cathy Bryant of 
the AGCC. 

The third workshop dealt with color 
and style analysis, a unique art-science 
which determines the most flattering 
colors and styles for individuals. Susan 
Fangman of All-Seasons in Louisville put 
on this discussion which was especially 
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Barbara and Ed Sanford of Colorado were two

popular with the ladies. 
Open Forum 

One of the best-attended portions of the 
convention was the open-forum discus- 
sion which began at 9:30 p.m. on Satur- 
day. With a standing-room-only crowd in 
attendance, Bernie Heisner coordinated 
the introduction of AGCC staff members 
in attendance. : 

“The Guernsey cow is a good cow, but 
she can't do it by herself.” he then said as 
he walked the audience through a quiz 
that tested participation in Guernsey 
programs (see page four of the April 25, 
1984 Journal for this quiz). The consen- 
sus of the group there, as determined by 
raised hands, was that support for AGCC- 
sponsored programs by this conclave of 
breeders was higher than average, but 
could still be substantially improved. 
Heisner followed this up with the intro- 
duction of the new 1983-84 Guernsey 
Handbook which includes a summary of 
programs available and also serves as a 
year-end summary. This publication is 
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Topping this year’s national outstanding youth competition were Gerald 
Garber, winner and Brian Kimm, first-runner-up with Janet Harding. 
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available on a request basis from the 
AGCC, he said. 

The first questions from the floor came 
from Ginger Myers of Littlestown, Penn- 
sylvania, who asked, “Why are there so 
many people in the Herd Register de- 
partment? What did the tattoo survey tell 
you?” The staff response indicated that 
many of the people in the Herd Register 
department have other responsibilities, 
including approved-show administration, 
awards and the sale of Guernsey promo- 
tional items. In regard to the tattoo survey 
recently completed, about 30 percent of 
the registration applications currently 
have tattoo identification information. 
with some of these applications including 
sketches, as well. “As we assemble the 
information, it looks as though we will 
offer a voluntary tattoo program.” said 
Heisner. “We plan to bring forth the study 
(at an upcoming Board meeting), have the 
Board get more information from the field 
and then make a decision (on the possible 
transfer of animals on a tattoo-only ba- 
sis).” 

Two more questions directed to this 
department surfaced as follows, “Why do 
your registrations now come back on a 
different-sized paper? Is it possible to get 
a better duplicate registration book?” 
Herd Register Supervisor Arlene Crosser 
explained that about six months before, 
the supply of certificates became ex- 
hausted so that new ones had to be 
printed. In regard to the duplicate registry 
application book, she indicated, “It is 
backward. With a different printer next 
time, we will correct this.” 

After a period of silence, Heisner sur- 
faced some questions that staff had been 
receiving recently. “Why are accounts that 
are past 90 days due restricted?” He then 
explained that the Board of Directors had 
given a directive to the staff to keep the 
accounts-receivable figure as low as pos- 
sible and the cash “flowing in.” “In 1982 
we had to write off $20,000 in bad ac- 
counts as result of prior policy.” he con- 
fided. 

Heisner then turned to the joint type 
appraisal program asking, “Why are older 
cows not being scored?” referring to the 
program's new guideline of scoring all 
first- and second-lactation cows on a 
seven- to 10-month interval. Dr. Gene 
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Freeman from Iowa State University 
commented, “The earlier (in her life) the 
cow is scored, the more accurate it (the 
score) is. It is important to get enough 
information early enough that we get type 
summaries earlier on bulls.” Doug Wilson 
of Midwest Breeders Cooperative added. 
“The data Dr. Freeman talked about is 
very correct. There is a merchandising 
effect of appraisal. But, the most impor- 
tant part is the type data used for sire 
summaries to correctively mate animals. 
We (the breed) have had several bulls 
enter and leave Al before they had 10 
appraised daughters. A shorter interval 
(for appraisal) should mean more data on 
bulls while they are still active.” 

Following up on this line of discussion 
Ginger Myers queried. “Are we getting to 
the point where we can do away with final 
score?” Myron Lancaster from Lynden. 
Washington then inquired about final 
scores on first-lactation animals, “If the 
first score is the most accurate, then why 
shouldn't cows be scored where they are 
... if they are 91 (points). then why not let 
them be 91?” Heisner asked Doug Wilson. 
chairman of the breed's Genetic Ad- 
vancement Committee, to respond to 
these questions saying, “Doug has served 
this organization so ably in so many ways. 
He has asked to be replaced on this com- 
mittee. The Board of Directors thanks 
him for working for the best interest of 
Guernsey breeders.” In answer to Lancas- 
ters question, Wilson exclaimed, “Yes! 
That is a very valid point that needs to be 
looked at.” Donald Forner of Chaska, 
Minnesota added. “We should score them 
(cows) as we see them today ...as we doin 
the show ring.” 

Robert Baker of Middletown, Indiana 
then turned the conversation to another 
area of performance records by asking, 
“When a breeder orders a pedigree, where 
does the information come from (that 
appears on the pedigree)?” Performance 
Coordinator Joan Wendt explained that 
information from dairy record processing 
laboratories (305-day and 365-day DHIR 
records), USDA (cow indexes, modified 
contemporary deviations, sire proofs, 
305-day DHI records) and AGCC (apprai- 
sal scores) is transmitted to and kept on 
file at Computer Systems, a computer 
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Janet Harding presented the Harding watch award and clock to National 
Outstanding Young Farmers, John and Debra Roeschley. 
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New Guernsey royalty included National 
Queen Rosemary Souza, seated, National

firm in South Carolina. Pedigrees are 
generated from these computer files at 
AGCC’'s request. 

Heisner posed the question, “Why 
should a herd remain on DHIR?” Wendt 
noted that DHIR records are reverified by 
the AGCC, qualify for AGCC production 
awards and pedigree discounts, and the 
herd owners receive complimentary sire 
summaries as well as cow index reports 
every six months. 

The discussion then turned back to the 
appraisal program, with Duane Norman 
from USDA commenting, “With the new 
Uniform Functional Type Trait Appraisal 
system, we will soon be able to answer the 
question, ‘are these the traits we need?’ 
The system is only three years old. We are 
starting to see trends show up in lifetime 
data. It looks as though the same traits 
(that we originally thought were impor- 
tant)... final score and udder traits...are 
still important. In another year we can 
have more definite numbers. 

“When looking at miscellaneous traits, 
we look at the frequency of the miscel- 
laneous codes,” Norman continued. 
“There is a tremendous difference be- 
tween appraisers (on how often they use 
miscellaneous codes). We do distributions 
by traits and look at them very closely 
every six months. Uniformity (in apprais- 
ers) can come about very quickly,” he 
summarized. 

Jack Newbill from Wirtz, Virginia then 
questioned, “Will a breeder have the same 
appraiser all of the time?” Heisner re- 
sponded that appraisers will, most likely, 
be rotated. 

The next inquiry from the group was, 
“Will (the AGCC) look at testing services 
other than DHI?” In answer Heisner said, 
“We understand that other testing servi- 
ces are available. At the present time there 
is a quality certification, and we feel most 
confident with that. We will go with PDCA 
(Purebred Dairy Cattle Association) on 
this.” 

“Are all old Guernsey items from Peter- 
borough, New Hampshire sold?” became 
the subsequent concern. “No,” Heisner 
answered. “We don't have a lot of items 
left, but do have some specialty items still 
available.” 


Junior production award winners in attend- 
ance wereJohn Berryman, Gerald Garberand 
James Berryman. 

LuElla Fuchs of Nerstrand, Minnesota 
asked the evening's final question, “Why 
aren't pedigrees more legible?” Joan 
Wendt responded that, in sale catalogs, 
the pedigrees have to be reduced some- 
what to fit on the page properly. 

For lack of additional questions from 
the audience, Heisner then closed this 
open forum, reminding participants of the 
activities coming up the next day. 

Sunday Morning Program 

All available chairs were filled at the 
morning worship service featuring the 
Gospel Sounds and speakers from the 
Louisville Bible College. Immediately af- 
terward the attention turned to another 
crowd-pleaser, a meeting focusing on 
Guernsey young sire-sampling programs. 

USDA's Duane Norman began the dis- 
cussion by making a case for increasing 
the use of young sires saying, “You are 
proud of the Guernsey young sire pro- 
grams and you should be. But, you have a 
way to go. The higher the number of 
progeny-test bulls you use in your herd, 
the greater will be the breed progress. 

Where you make your progress is the 
second generation, not the first,” he ex- 
plained. “If you do it (sample more bulls) 
by yourself, it helps. But, you need to do it 
as a group. On a percentage basis of sires 
sampled, the Holstein breed's ratio is one 
for every 1,500 cows while the Guernsey 
breed's is one for every 1,800 cows. We 
have to double the number of young sires 
now being proven.” 

Then representatives from Al organiza- 
tions took several minutes to give back- 
ground information on their respective 
Guernsey sire-proving programs. First 
was Pete Blodgett from Carnation/Genet- 
ics who started by expressing thanks to 
breeders for their cooperation with his 
organization's program. “We are new to 
Guernsey sire sampling,” he said. “It was 
late in 1979 when we started sampling 
Guernsey bulls on our own. In 1980 we 
went with Dairybelt and Western Guern- 
sey Sires at a rate of three bulls per year, 
plus from two to three bulls per year on 
our own. We had difficulties at first with 
no proven Guernsey bulls in our lineup. 
Now the bulls are extremely well-sampled, 
with two or three bulls per year now with 
the young sire groups.” 

Dale Staupe, representing Tri-State 
Breeders Cooperative, spoke up next, ex- 
plaining that his cooperative works main- 
ly with Dairybelt Guernsey Sires. “We 
have three bulls in process now with 
Dairybelt and sample at least four per year 
with our own program. We were involved 
with Kadence Farm Hornets Lucky, a 
Dairybelt graduate. We are revamping our 
young sire program, trying to sign up 
herds that will breed a minimum of 20 


percent of their animals to young sires. 
We want to get more Guernsey bulls sam- 
pled,” he concluded. 

On behalf of Midwest Breeders Cooper- 
ative, Doug Wilson said, “We have three or 
four different programs. We sample three 
bulls per year on our own, with an incen- 
tive program as with our other breeds. 
With Minnesota Valley and Tri-State we 
sample two additional bulls. And, we have 
worked with Dairybelt. We now have seven 
bulls in some phase of a proving pro- 
gram.” Commenting on Guernsey sire 
proving, in general, he added, “Twenty- 
nine percent of the bulls going through 
regional sampling programs are now in 
AI. Down the road we should sample 
enough (bulls) so that only one out of 
seven goes into Al. Asarule of thumb, ata 
75 to 80 percent repeatability level, for 
every one pound of pedigree index sam- 
pled, we will get back 0.8 pounds of pre- 
dicted difference. The average of the whole 
group (of bulls being sampled) times two 
will eventually be available through ac- 
tive-AI. In summary he noted, “The breed 
that moves most quickly to new bulls will 
improve.” 

Eastern AI Cooperative’s spokesman 
was Elmer Clapp who talked about that 
company’s modified test/slaughter pro- 
gram. “In the late "70s we felt the colored 
breeds were not making the progress we 
would like to see them make. The purpose 
(of this program) is to get genetic im- 
provement through the use of highly 
selected young sires. We have expanded 
from one bull per year in 1975 to four 
bulls per year. It is working very well, with 
up to 24 bulls now in some stage of devel- 
opment. In 1983, 83 percent of (our semen 
distributed) was from young sires...a 
change from the 35 percent level of several 
years before.” He concluded by saying, 
“Breeders have accepted this idea (of 
test/slaughter) for the progress of the 
Guernsey breed. But, over 50 percent of 
services (in the country) has to be from 
young bulls to expand on the number of 
young sires for future promise.” 

Harry Roth from Atlantic Breeders 
Cooperative briefly summarized his or- 
ganization’s relationship with Noba and 
LABC (NAL), which has been in operation 
for 15 years and allowed them to coopera- 
tively sample more bulls. “We are now 
sampling bulls at the rate of from six to 
seven each year. Most of these are involved 
with MAGS. We have seen progressive 
things take place . . . it is easier to find 
bulls with the right statistics, improve the 
time required to run bulls through a 
sampling period. etc.” He then shared 
some philosophy with the group as fol- 
lows, “As participation in young sire pro- 
grams increases, the genetic turnover is 
much more rapid. The growth of a breed 
parallels genetic turnover. I encourage 
you to lean into the harness a little bit 
harder. Sample more young bulls. It is a 
responsibility we all need to share.” 

A summary of Select Sires’ Guernsey 
curriculum came next from John Hecker, 
who explained, “We have two programs. 
We sample three or four bulls per year 
with our all-breeds program. When you 
plan-mate cows, the number varies, but in 
1984 we will sample four bulls. There are 
6,000 cows in our 93 cooperating herds. 
The levels we look at (for bull mothers) are 
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roughly CI +$90 or +101 CPI, which leaves 
many cows to look at. In 1985 the bulls 
will all be from cows in the top 100 of the 
breed (for CPI).” He continued, “We coop- 
erate with all four young sire groups, with 
four bulls in 1983 and five bulls sche- 
duled for 1984. On all of the bulls we col- 
lect 10,000 units. This is especially signif- 
icant when bulls are no longer around 
when their proofs come through.” His 
final comments stressed the importance 
of “knowing where bulls are coming from 
at an early age. We could help ourselves to 
look ahead and sample them as quickly as 
possible.” 

Speaking optimistically about the fu- 
ture and including past experience, Gene 
Lemmerman from Noba said, “When we 
started the program in 1952, we put all of 
the stress in cow families. This didn't 
work. You have to have figures on the sire 
and maternal grandsire. With Lake Cen- 
tral and MAGS, we will sample four bulls 
this year. We also work with syndicates 
strongly in all breeds, being sure that we 
get a true sample of them (the bulls).” 

Once these industry experts had shared 
this background information, the floor 
was opened to questions from the audi- 
ence. 

“Are other studs planning to store se- 
men?” was the first request. Blodgett 
responded that Carnation collects 10,000 
units on each bull sampled, with some 
then slaughtered and the others housed 
on farms. Only 1,500 units of semen are 
collected for their bulls sampled in con- 
junction with young sire groups. Clapp 
then resummarized some basic portions 
of Eastern’s modified test/slaughter pro- 
gram, saying that from 9,500 to 10,000 
units of semen are collected from each 
bull “to get a good supply for general use 
and potential future use.” 

Vernon Winterhof, the chairman of 
Dairybelt Guernsey Sires from Aurelia, 
Iowa, followed up by asking “from where 
is Eastern’s upfront money coming from 
(to buy bulls)?” Clapp answered, “The 
income from the Guernsey program is not 
paying for its cost. But, this program isa 
commitment on our part.” 

In response to a query of why Falcons 
Wistar Patrician was slaughtered, Hecker 
said, “At that time we collected about 
25,000 units of semen. Looking at the use 
of the bull at that time, that amount was 
sufficient. But, more semen was sold on 
the bull in 1983 than any otheryear in his 
life .. His physical condition was part of 
the reason why he went to slaughter when 
he was about 10 years old.” 

Mid-Atlantic Guernsey Sires Chairman 
John Myers of Littlestown, Pennsylvania 
said, “We are now shipping out 10 units of 
semen on a bull to each member. Would a 
five-unit allotment per member be accep- 
table?” Wilson responded to this by say- 
ing, “You have got to figure out what 
repeatability you want in the end. One 
daughter for every 10 units of semen used 
will appear on the 1202 report on the first 
two runs fora bull. But, a 50 to 60 percent 
repeatability is all (the breed) can afford. 
Don't forget that the ‘hidden giant’ is the 
virgin heifer . . . use AI on heifers,” he 
urged. Winterhof added, “We could live 
with five units of semen ona bull per herd 
if we doubled our membership.” 

Myers then queried, “Has there been 
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research done comparing 30 percent and 
50 percent repeatability bulls on their 
second proofs?” Duane Norman re- 
sponded, “At what point is something 
accurate? There is no answer ... it’s all 
gradual. It is best to look at the amount of 
semen that has gone out in the past and 
see what repeatabilities have been 
achieved. Look at history.” Gene Freeman 
added, “Why slaughter bulls? We can 
sample two bulls for every one if we do 
this. You are realizing about one daughter 
per herd now in the first crop of daugh- 
ters. Don't back off in the sampling of 
bulls.” Jeff Harding of Brookville, Penn- 
sylvania followed up Myers’ question, ask- 
ing what would happen if one-third of the 
project herds received five units of semen 
on each bull? The response indicated that 
the effective number of daughters would 
be one for every 2.7 herds. 

Elmer Clapp then asked the group, 
“How many of you breed over 50 percent 
of your herds to young sires?” and sug- 
gested, “Perhaps you could use more 
young sire semen in your herds.” Follow- 
ing a comment that “it’s hard to sample 
bulls if you don’t get the semen,” the 
group leaders indicated that semen dis- 
tribution is an administrative detail and 
urged the group listening to contact the 
appropriate people if they do not receive 
semen at the proper time. 

A comment then offered was, “If breed- 
ers have faith in bulls with a 30 percent 
repeatability level, then semen can be dis- 
tributed (to achieve this).” Freeman re- 
flected on this by noting, “This will drop 
repeatability to roughly two-thirds of what 
it is now. If so, have you identified the ‘top 
sires’ accurately enough to prove their 
sons? I don't believe it will be a good 
enough indicator of the appropriate sires 
of sons.” 

Changing the direction of discussion, 
Jack Newbill said, “the largest number of 
cows (in the breed) are appraised ‘Desir- 
able. Should they be eliminated from 
consideration as bull mothers?” Duane 
Norman answered, “In the past we never 
had cow indexes for type (CITs). As a 
geneticist, I could live with dropping (the 
minimum final score requirement). I 
would feel good if the minimum were 80 
points on an age-adjusted basis. But 
promotion is the key.” In response to what 
the minimum CITs should be, Norman 
said, “I doubt we should go too minus.” 
Clapp echoed, “We should be looking fora 
trouble-free cow that is sound, breed 
average or above, and plus for CIT.” 

Norman then commented, “We can't 
underestimate the value of the CPI list. We 
have come a lot closer to accepting cows 
over the phone than ever before. Generally 
these are the cows you're looking for.” 
Heisner mentioned that with the new 
seven- to 10-month appraisal interval, 
this list should change more quickly than 
it has before. 

“How much correlation is there between 
a bull's predicted difference for type (PDT) 
and the score of his dam?” Jeff Harding 
asked next. Freeman replied that, in gen- 
eral, the correlation between PDT and 
PDM is -0.2. “The correlation is best ifit is 
the animal's first appraisal, but it is low, 
at best.” 

Talk then turned to the value of syndi- 
cates in sire-proving, with the general

consensus of the group supporting the 


use of syndicates if the practice provided 
for the accurate sampling of more bulls. 
Vernon Winterhof then commented on 
the working relationship between AGCC 
and the four sire-proving groups, saying, 
“We accepted AGCC support ... when the 
income is there, we shouldn't pull away.” 

When members of the young sire groups 
spoke of different possibilities for the 
purchase of bulls, Western Guernsey Sires 
indicated that it currently offers up to 
$1,500 per bull calf. It was noted that 
many breeders prefer to make bulls avail- 
able on a royalty basis, but that about 
one-third of the bulls sampled in 1983 
were purchased outright. With the objec- 
tive of increasing the breed's genetic pool 
and the realization in mind that some 
people need cash now, the group consen- 
sus was that the purchase of bulls needs 
to be handled individually by each group. 

The final topic of the morning was the 
challenge of collecting young sire mem- 
bership dues, with Lake Central Guern- 
sey Sires indicating the best results com- 
ing after the AGCC had invoiced members 
on behalf of LCGS. Several of the young 
sire groups then held brief meetings prior 
to moving to the exposition center for 
lunch and the Kentucky National Show. 

Youth Banquet 

After enjoying the festivities surround- 
ing the Kentucky National Show (see sale 
summary in this issue), a crowd that over- 
flowed into the adjoining room gathered 
to take part in one of the convention's 
true highlights . . . the youth banquet. 
Adeptly overseeing the evening's activi- 
ties, Garland Bastin of the Kentucky Beef 
Cattle Association served as the banquet’s 
emcee. Brian Hornback of Elizabethtown, 
Kentucky, recipient of that state’s out- 
standing Guernsey youth award, offered 
the invocation. 

Following the prime rib dinner, Bastin 
introduced the national queen contest 
judges, with Arlene Crosser presenting 
them gifts of appreciation from the AGCC. 
Dr. John Bennet from Kentucky, Tamara 
Branstetter Martin of Kentucky and 
Bonnie Mohr from Illinois had inter- 
viewed, heard formal presentations from 
and interacted with the 10 contestants 
for three days before making their final 
determination on the 1984 National 
Guernsey Queen. 

Each queen candidate was then escort-

ed to the stage and presented to the large 
audience. Once the group had assembled 
in the limelight, Bastin announced Eliza- 
beth Newbill from Wirtz, Virginia as the 
winner of the Miss Congeniality award 
which was selected by the contestants 
themselves. The judges’ envelope was then 
opened, revealing these young ladies as 
the five national finalists: Elizabeth New- 
bill; Susan Peters of Kankakee, Illinois; 
Amy Sherman of Bellevue, Ohio; Rose- 
mary Souza of Chazy, New York and Jean- 
ette Winterhof of Aurelia, lowa. As the 
other candidates returned to their seats, 
each of the finalists had the opportunity 
to explain what she would say to the 
youngster standing at the bottom of a 
large class of Guernseys when she gave 
him his ribbon. 

Newbill indicated that she would say, “I 
know how you feel! I've stood there, too. 
But. when I looked above me I saw a whole 
lot of other good ones. I realized that my 
cow was still good. Keep trying. There are 
alot of opportunities with Guernseys. She 
is the cow with the profit potential ... the 
cow of the future.” 

Souza was next and commented, “It's 
very important for young people to be 
encouraged. It is our duty to say some- 
thing to them. Talk about Guernseys. 
Give them hints. Encourage them to never 
give up. Tell them that just to be there, 
they're a winner... especially with Guern- 

s. 

The third to respond to the query, Win- 
terhof acknowledged that she “could re- 
late to this experience!” She then said she 
would share her own personal experience 
with him, indicating that as the years 
progressed, she finally worked her way to 
the top of her classes. 

“Everyone who participates is a winner, 
whether on top or bottom,” stressed 
Peters. She said she would encourage the 
youngster to always do his “very, very 
best.” 

Sherman concluded this portion of the 
program by explaining how she would 
relate stories about how she had not 
always been on the winning end. “I would 
encourage him to look at the animals at 
the top and to think about the kids who 
don't show, who are missing out on this.” 

Janet Harding, chairman of the AGCC’s 
Youth/Promotion/Journal Committee, 
then led the recognition of other top 
national Guernsey youths. “It is a thrill to 
have the opportunity to review these ap- 
plications and realize what these young 
Guernsey people can do,” she said. “There 
is no question as to why these are local 
and district winners, only the regret that 
there are others left at home that are 
almost at this point.” She gave a brief 
explanation of the first annual national 
essay contest, which began by request of 
the youth themselves. The winning es- 
says, which appeared in the December 25, 
1983 Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, were 
written by Kim Woods of Hurdle Mills, 
North Carolina and Karen Larson of 
Claremont, Minnesota. 

Outstanding production levels of jun- 
ior-owned Guernseys were highlighted as 
the next banquet feature. Keeping this 
award “all-in-the-family,” Christy Hipp of 
Saluda, South Carolina succeeded her 
brother who had earned top milk and pro- 
tein production plaques last year. Her 
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entry, Bernice Minnies Choice, was high- 
est for milk and protein in the individual- 
cow category, with a second-place butter- 
fat production finish. Her actual record at 
1-11 was 24,910M 813F 764P 305D 2X 
and factored out to 31,138M 1,000F ona 
mature-equivalent basis. The high animal 
for butterfat and third in the other two 
categories was Rolling Lea Deacons Tri- 
sha. James Berryman of Nicholasville, 
Kentucky owns this junior two-year-old 
cow with 20,194M 1,037F 305D 2X ME. 

Each of the entries in the group of three 
cows division came out a winner this 
time. Gerald Garber of Willow Street, Penn- 
sylvania owned the top group for milk 
production with a mature-equivalent 
average of 19,506M 796F 654P 305D 2x. 
First in butterfat level for the second con- 
secutive year was Todd Laesch of Bloom- 
ington, Illinois with an increased average 
on his three cows of 18,318M 939F 305D 
2X ME. Again garnering the award for the 
highest actual protein level on a national 
basis was Stephen Lovelace of Orange- 
burg. South Carolina, whose group 
chalked up an average 685 pounds of 
protein. 

John Berryman of Nicholasville, Ken- 
tucky scored a win with his group of six 
cows that bested his competition for both 
milk and butterfat. His cows averaged 
14,755M 704F 305D 2X ME. For the 
eighth consecutive year Laura Lovelace of 
Orangeburg, South Carolina took home 
some hardware in this production divi- 
sion, with her herd of six cows averaging 
610 pounds of protein on an actual, 305- 
day basis. 

The next presentations to be made were 
the Junior Gold Star Breeder Awards. 
With the guidelines changed since pre- 
vious years’ competitions, Harding noted, 
“The production of high-solids milk is the 
goal, and these juniors are striving to 
achieve this.” She then recognized the 
1984 recipients as Jeffrey Lambrecht of 
Bedford, Indiana with Lambrecht F 
Tammy: William Goodfield of Hardwick, 
Massachusetts with Fabians Lofty of 
Hardwick; Lorelei Goodfield of Hardwick, 
Massachusetts with M C Goody of Hard- 
wick and John Berryman with Berryman 
Farm F Nell. 

The 1984 Outstanding Guernsey Youth 
Award, determined by an anonymous 
committee on the basis of well-rounded 
experience in the dairy industry, leader- 
ship and other important factors, went to 
Gerald Garber. Chosen to be included in 
Who's WhoAmong American High School 
Students, Garber has earned a state FFA 
degree, three FFA proficiency awards and 
was named his chapter's star farmer. This 
20-year-old is employed on his family's 
200-acre farm, Willows Farm, with 63 
milking Guernseys and a custom silo- 
filling business. “Eventually my brother 
and I plan to take over my father's farm,” 
he says, indicating plans to remodel the 
barn in 1985. Two of Garber’s cows have 
produced 305-day lactations over 20,000 
pounds of milk, with another cow that 
has over 17,000M appraised 90 points. 
The herd at Willows Farm was just hon- 
ored for the highest milk production 
average in the state. Garber uses the top 
10 active-Al sires or young bulls from sire- 
proving programs, with corrective mating 
practices followed when selecting mates. 
He is active in all aspects of the farming 


operation, but “fortunately my main 
responsibility and enjoyment is working 
with Guernseys.” he says. “Since my grad- 
uation my father has given me the op- 
portunity of managing our herd.” In addi- 
tion to showing animals successfully at 
county, district and state shows, Garber 
has topped judging contests and been an 
officer of the PAJunior GBA, FFA, 4-H and 
church groups. The son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Kenneth Garber, he says, “I hope that by 
keeping informed, making careful deci- 
sions and breeding selections that the 
Willows Farm can continue as a top- 
producing, top-quality Guernsey herd.” 

In a response to this recognition and 
the receipt of a $500 check from the 
national youth fund, Garber said, “I thank 
the AGCC and assure you that the funds 
will be properly invested in Guernsey cat- 
tle. Thanks also to my father who, after 
graduation, allowed me to manage the 
herd. We have obtained a 15,000-pound 
average with the help of breeders in our 
state. We should look optimistically at the 
future of the breed and the quality of prod- 
uct ...a unique milk. We need to look at 
more ways to produce and promote this 
high-quality product we have.” 

Named as the Youth Award runner-up 
was Brian Kimm of Pelican Rapids, Min- 
nesota. A 20-year-old student at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota Technical College in 
Waseca, Kimm is studying livestock pro- 
duction with a dairy emphasis and says, 
“I plan to return to our home farm and 
become a partner in the operation, using 
the cattle that Iown plus some machinery 
as my contribution to the partnership.” 
With the idea of possibly obtaining a 
bachelors degree, he is president of his 
college's residence hall council, vice pres- 
ident of the MN Junior GBA and active in 
NAMA, collegiate FFA and the UMW dairy 
club. A 1983 Regional FFA Star Farmer, 
Kimm has been on the college's Provost's 
List, an FFA Regional Dairy Proficiency 
winner, received the Minnesota 4-H Key 
Award and attended the national 4-H 
Dairy Congress as well as Citizenship 
Focus in Washington, D.C. Five of his herd 
of seven milking animals averaged 81 
points on their last appraisal, with one of 
his eight heifers named junior champion 
of the 1983 Minnesota State Fair FFA 
show. Kimm uses young sires as well as 
proven bulls to improve milk production 
while maintaining butterfat and protein 
test and watching for udder depth, and 
feet and leg traits. He is the son of Mr.and 
Mrs. Frank Kimm. 

Receiving an expense-paid trip to the 
Kentucky Convention, a C. Eugene Hard- 
ing Memorial watch and clock, and 
recognition as the Young Guernsey 
Farmer of the Year were John and Debra 
Roeschley of Flanagan, Illinois. Immediate 
past president of the Illinois GBA, 34- 
year-old Roeschley operates 200-acre 
Roes-Mor Farm with the assistance of his 
wife, Debra, a former national Guernsey 
princess, and his younger brother. The 
tie-stall barn houses 46 registered 
Guernsey cows with a recent appraisal 
average of 81.5 points anda 1983 mature- 
equivalent lactation average of 12,519M 
571F. Involved with the AGCC’s Total Per- 
formance Evaluation Program and Lake 
Central Guernsey Sires, Roeschley uses 
young sires on from 15 to 20 percent of 
the herd. He says, “My father used a line-

breeding program which was successful. 
However, with the immense amount of 
information available today on AI sires, I 
try to mate each cow and heifer to the sire 
(with which) they are best matched.” With 
several Honorable Mention All-American 
awards to his credit, Roeschley has shown 
at national and state shows, winning 
many championships and premier 
awards at the latter. An Illinois PDCA and 
county DHIA board member, he has re- 
ceived several production awards and 
recognition for the Illinois GBA Out- 
standing Young Couple in 1977. While at 
Illinois State University he was high indi- 
vidual at judging contests in Louisville 
and Waterloo, and high individual in rea- 
sons at the Louisville, Madison and 
Waterloo contests. In high school he was 
student-body president for two years and 
an American Legion winner. Roeschley 
says, “My future plans are to increase 
herd size, become more efficient with 
increased mechanization and increase 
production by improving forage quality 
and using the best PD sires available. 
With the high solids content of milk, I feel 
the Guernsey cow will stay competitive in 
the dairy business.” 

John Roeschley acknowledged the 
award by saying, “Thanks to the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club for its tremen- 
dous effort to reward youth. I also thank 
my wife, for it is very important to have 
someone stand beside you in your endea- 
vor and she has a fine Guernsey pedigree! 
It takes a lot of patience, time and endu- 
rance, but is well worth the endeavor. We 
have enjoyed our friends in the Guernsey 
business. We believe there is a very fine 
future ahead for the breed. We have some 
problems to solve, but they are not insur- 
mountable. Let's enjoy each other's com- 
pany!” 


The first runner-up award went to Bar- 
ton Heitke of Mora, Minnesota. “With a 
strong breeding program, quality forages 
and a well-managed calf- and heifer-rais- 
ing program, I see no limits in the Guern- 
sey cow's production,” says 33-year-old 
Barton Heitke of Knife Lake Farm. His 
most recent results from the AGCC’s Total 
Performance Evaluation program feature 
a mature-equivalent lactation average on 
63 cows of 13,122M 678F and appraisal 
average of almost 80 points. A member of 
three Al sire-proving programs and Dairy- 
belt Guernsey Sires, Heitke emphasizes 
butterfat, protein, strength and overall 
type when planning matings. “Proven 
sires used have PD +1,200M or above, are 
plus on type and not below PD -.15% but- 
terfat.” he says. Good care of herd re- 
placements is a high priority at this 380- 
acre operation. Plans are proceeding for a 
new dry-cow facility to bring cows into the 
milking string at their optimum with no 
health problems. In addition to many 
production awards, Heitke has received 
recognition at county, district and state 
shows. Currently the MN GBA vice presi- 
dent, he has served on the county DHIA 
board, county ADA board, a state DHIA 
committee to develop protein testing, the 
state PDCA production committee, the U 
of MN North Central Experiment Station 
Advisory Committee and is an AGCC 
Genetic Recovery Agent. In 1981 he was 
his county Jaycees’ outstanding young 
farmer. Heitke says, “When I graduated 
from high school, it was an easy decision 
to stay on the farm. With continued devel- 
opment of protein milk markets and the 
efficiency of the Guernsey cow, I feel we 
have a very marketable animal.” 

As Janet Harding wrapped up the 
awards portion of the evening program, 
she echoed, “There are no problems that

cannot be overcome. Guernseys are in- 
deed ‘on the move!"” 

Executive Secretary Heisner then led 
into a special presentation by saying,

this past fall at Branstetters Deacon Clara. 
Quite a classy female. she was one breed- 
ers of all breeds looked at with apprecia- 
tion. Another classy lady from Edmonton, 
Kentucky is Katie Branstetter (chairman 
of this year’s national Guernsey queen 
contest). We express our appreciation for 
her assistance with the queen contest.” 
He then provided her with an engraved 
Revere bowl on behalf of the AGCC. 

Master of Ceremonies Bastin expressed 
his appreciation for the competitiveness 
and the drive to excel that young people 
exhibit. A fine example of this is the 1983 
National Guernsey Queen, Angee Mohr, 
who made her mark in the first Miss Agri- 
culture Contest by winning the commod- 
ity presentation competition. Mohr then 
stepped to the microphone to share with 
the audience her winning speech. 

After introducing the 1983 National 
Guernsey Princesses, Theresa Konecky of 
Wahoo, Nebraska and Heidi Meyer of 
Clarksville, lowa, Mohr explained, “It's 
been a special year for us.” She continued, 
“I wouldn't trade the memories of this 
year for anything in the world. We all have 
that Guernsey pride. Thanks to all of the 
people who put me in the top 10 for Miss 
Agriculture, who gave the Guernsey cow 
such special publicity. Thanks to my fam- 
ily. Thanks to everyone who made a differ- 
ence in my life.” She thereupon took every- 
one on a trip to the three-ring circus (see 
inset with this feature) in a re-creation of 
her winning presentation from the 1983 
queen contest, which was followed by a 
standing ovation for her enthusiastic 
reign. 

When the votes had been tallied, the 
new national Guernsey princesses were 
Amy Sherman and Elizabeth Newbill, with 
Rosemary Souza named the 1984 na- 
tional Guernsey queen. Souza responded, 
“Mom ... for the first time in my life 'm 
speechless! Angee has done a great job, 
and I look forward to carrying on the tra- 
dition of breed promotion.” 

Bastin next took the opportunity to 
praise the Kentucky GBA for its success- 
ful sponsorship of the convention on 
behalf of the AGCC, the Kentucky De- 
partment of Agriculture and other sup- 
porting organizations. “They've done a 
real tremendous job!” he exclaimed.

The annual focus of this lun- 
cheon, the presentation of the na- 
tional production awards, was 
handled next by AGCC Perfor- 
mance Coordinator Joan Wendt. 
The Liebers Trophy recipient came 
as no surprise, with Cleverlands 
Nances Judy Jean once again tak- 
ing top honors for the highest life- 
time milk production. With 
254,497 pounds of milk and 10,142 
pounds of butterfat thus far, she is 
owned by Raymond Orisio of 
Woodburn, Oregon. Her herdmate 


and daughter, Lone Palm Jeans 
Jaclyn ET, earned the Tarbell Tro- 
phy for the best butterfat record on 
a305-day, mature-equivalent basis 
with 30,216M 1,423F. Both the New 
England GBA Trophy and Nyala 
Bedford Trophy went to Bernice 
Minnies Choice, a senior yearling 
in milk owned by Christy Hipp of 
Saluda, South Carolina. Her 305- 
day, mature-equivalent credits to- 
tal 31,138M 1,000F. 

The speaker’s podium was then 
made available to Ralph Handley of 
Veguita, New Mexico, who issued 
an invitation to the 1985 conven- 
tion scheduled for Denver, Colo- 
rado. “We have had a fantastic time 
here. It has given us confidence 
that we can do it, too. Please come 
to Denver and enjoy springtime in 
the Rockies June 14-17. Bring the 
whole family and ‘Spring Alive in 
85!" He then shared a slide show 
of the Denver area to whet people’s 
appetites for an exciting conven- 
tion in the heart of the Rockies. 

Executive Secretary Heisner then 
came forward with a mounted copy 
of the front page of the Friday, 
March 16, 1984 Wall Street Jour- 
nal which featured an article on 
the first Miss Agriculture contest.

Problems With Cow Indexes? 
Do you have a cow in your herd that 
does not have a cow index? One of the 
reasons for this could possibly be the way 
in which she has been identified on your 
production testing sheet. If the identifica- 
tion number listed is her eartag number 
rather than her registration number, then 
USDA will not calculate an index for her. 
The next time your DHIA supervisor visits, 
have him work with you to change identi- 
fication numbers from eartag numbers to 
registration numbers wherever neces- 
sary. Provided that all other information 
has been submitted correctly, your cows 
should then receive indexes after the next 
USDA sire summary information is pro-

Official DHIR Production Records 


With the printing of these first DHIR records for 1984, some new 
qualifications have gone into effect to determine which lactations 
are included in this elite listing. One of the requirements is that 
the 305-day, mature-equivalent value for each record be at least 25 
percent higher than the mature-equivalent lactation average for 
the Guernsey breed in the previous year. The 1984 mature- 
equivalent totals that must be met or exceeded are 16,160 pounds 
of milk or 750 pounds of butterfat. The actual production credits, 
however, will be printed in the Journal rather than the mature- 
equivalent figures for each cow. 

As per AGCC Board action in November 1983, DHIR protein 
records will now be recognized and included in the AGCC perfor- 
mance files. As protein information is received for completed lac- 
tations, it will be included in this summary as well.

Feed Whole Milk To Your Calves 


“A common thought is that if dairymen 
feed whole milk to their calves, instead of 
milk replacer, it will help reduce the surplus 
without cutting income,” notes Pennsylva- 
nia Farmshine editor Dieter Krieg. Other 
benefits include healthier calves and a de- 
crease in imported casein, a product many 
milk replacers contain. 

Observers have estimated that 75 million 
pounds of milk could be removed from the 


surplus if every dairy farmer raised his baby 
calves on whole milk. “As for the argument 
that it’s cheaper to feed milk replacer,” Krieg 
explains, “it’s not necessarily so, especially if 
you're buying the better grade. Or aren't your 
calves worthy of the best? The best, of course, 
is milk itself.” 

Krieg goes on to point out that a dairy 
farmer can't complain about the consumer 
buying margarine rather than butter be-
